Lonpon, May 21.—The papers are unan- 
fmousin the opinion that the holding of the 
Guards at Alexandria on their way home from 
Suakin is due to a hitch in the negotiations 
with Russia. The Colonial troops en route via 
the Red Sea have also been ordered to stop at 
Aden. 

The Standard confirms the report that the ne- 
gotiations with Russia at present hinge upon 
the question of the possession of Marutchak, 
which is claimed by Afghanistan and demanded 
by Russia. 

The Daily News this morning says that the 
statement that Russia demands to have an agent 
at Cabul and the complete neutrality of Af- 
ghanistan is not true. No such demands, it 
Bays, have been addressed to the British Govern- 
ment, or put forward in any manner whatever. 

The Daily News says that Mr. Gladstone can- 
not resign until the Russian and Egyptian ques- 
tions are settled. The November elections will 
turn upon his foreign and home policies, and as 
the Liberals cannot hope to win without bim, he 
will conduct the campaign. 

SHEERNEsS, May 20.—The British turret 
ehip Ajax has been ordered to be put in readi- 
bess for service at sea by next Saturday. 

St. PETERSBURG, May 20.—The Czar’s | 
yacht Dershava has passed through the new 
Fea canal at Cronstadt. The Russian naval 
manceuvres will terminate at the end of May. 
The Czar will review the fleet. The manceuvres 
of the torpedo squadron will occupy several 
days, and will take place in the northern waters 
ofthe Guif of Finland. A portion of the fleet 
of ironciads will manceuvre off Cronstadt, the 
others near Scaro. One hundred steel guns, of 
Jarge calibre, have been ordered for arming 


fortifications. Five hundred Astrakhan recruits 
bave been sent to Turkestan. 

Rumors are current here to the effect that the 4 
Anglo-Russian negotiations have collapsed. It 
is believed, however, that the rumors originated : 
with the war party.

EXPLAINING THE REASON WHY: GORDON 4 
WAS NOT RESCUED. 4 

Lonpon, May'20.—Gen. Sir Charles Wil- ¢ 
s0n, who succeeded Gen. Sir Herbert Stewart in ‘| 
the command of the advance corps of the Khar- ,; 
toum relief expedition after the latter was 
wounded at the zereba battle, has sent in his 
official report in response to the charge that 
Gen. Gordon might have been rescued alive if 
the troops under command of Sir Charles had 
not been unnecessarily halted at Gubat for three 
days. Thereport explains this delay in starting 
up the Nile by the necessity of securing the 
Smaliforce at Gubat against an attack then 
threatened from Berber, on the north, and from 
Omdurman, on the south. The report further 
states that after the arrival of the troops at 
Gubat it required a great deal of time to select ; 
crews and prepare the steamers for the advance 
to Kbartoum., 

The papers relating to the seizure of the 
French newspaper Le Bosphore #Egyptien, at 
Cairo, by the Khédive’s Government, with the 
knowledge and consent of England, were laid 
before Parliament this afternoon. They con- 
clude witha letter from Lord Lyons, British 
Minister at Paris. This letteris dated at Paris, 
April 29, and quotes expressions made by M. de 
Freycinet, French Foreign Minister, in which he 
speaks in warm terms of the high sense of 
friendship which Earl Granville, British Foreign 
Minister, displayed toward France during the 
entire controversy about the matter. 

Sir Arthur Divett Hayter, Financial Secretary 
in the War Office, announced that the brigade 
ot Guards now on their way home from Sua-' 
kin bad been ordered to stop at Alexandria in 
case of circumstances arising rendering it de-' 
sirable to detain them in Egypt. They had not, .

DENOUNCING GLADSTONE’S POLICY. 

LonbDon, May 20.—The Marquis of Salis- 
bury, speaking this evening atj a dinner of 
Middlesex Tories, said it was now quite evident 
that diplomacy was useless to stop the ad- 
vance of Russia toward India. The right 
policy new would be to mass all the avail- 
abie troops in the north of India 
and to fortify the Indian frontier. He up- 
braided the Liberal administration for its waste 
of ivesand money in the Soudan campaigns, 
which bad resulted only in humiliating failures, 
end urged the Tories to educate the new elect- 
ors who wouid exercise the rignt of suffrage 
for the first time this year under the operation 
of the new franchise law. 

Lord Randoliph Churchill made an address this 
evening at the dinner of the St. Stephen’s Club. 
lie asserted that the intention of the Ministers 
to renew the Jrish Crimes act was an admission 
of the failure of the Irish policy of the Cabinet, 
and that its foreign policy hed been proved to be 
ruinous. Lord Randolph, referring to Ireland,said 
that when atime of popular disorder had passed 
the Government was bound to return to and 
rely upon the ordinary law. Tiey had reason to 
believe that Ireland was now marvelously free 
from crime. Politics would always be turbulent, 
owing to differences of race and religion, 
but at present there was nothing abnormal 
in the eondition of the country. The re- 
newal of the Crimes act during the 
short period before the general election, which 
would drive the Irish voters to support Mr. Par- 
nelland home ruiec, showed that the Govern- 
ment must possess evidence that the boasted 
policy of coercion nad failed of its object, and 
that there existeta latent spirit of treason in 
the hearts of the irish people. ready to brexk out 
atany morcent.

those States met with disapproval: and that his 
resignation was not accepted, but that he, see- 
ing evidences of disaffection growing out of his 
advoeacy of confederation, insisted upon re- 
signing and leaving the country. He arrived at 
Panama to-day, and will sail from Aspinwall for 
New-York,.May 24, en route for Europe. 

The official advices also announce that Gen. 
Figueroa, Vice-President of Salvador, has as- 
sumedthe reinsof Government and that the 
Government is moving energetically and with 
success against the revolutionists, who are led 
by Gen. Menendez, and who, the dispatches say, 
are furnished with material for carrying on the 
war by Guatemala.

York.’ was written on the hotel register about 
the middle of March, in a bold hand. They were 
assigned to the best rooms in the house, for their 
faces were both familiar. Mr. Dunne had been 
here last year, and his wife had figured conspic- 
uously as Mrs. Coppinger the season before at 
the Brighton. Mr. and Mrs. Dunne were fond of 
driving. They ordered the, best turnouts on the 
island,anda pretty phaeton drawn by amilk-white 


pony was selected for Mrs. Dunne’s exclusive 
use. Every new parlor acquaintance they made 
was favored with a drive. To her lady friends 
Mrs. Dunne sent handsome bouquets of roses, 
having a standing order on the florist for a 
bouquet every day, to be delivered just before 
dinner. She would frequently take a number 
of ladies to Biair’s pharmacy after the constitu- 
tional promenade on the board walk for soda 
water and smilingly request the bill to be 
charged to Mr. Dunne. Nearly every evening 
atew of the guests would be invited to the 
Dunne apartments, where the sweetest and red- 
dest strawberries that the truit vendors could 
furnish were served. While Mrs. Dunne was 
being lionized by the guests Mr. Dunne was 
pulling his handsome mustache and feeding the 
poodles, which were comfortable in a cozy 
room costing $7 a week, and _ telling 
fabulous stories abowt his sheep ranche 
in Australia, where he raised and sheared 197,000 
head of sheep. He said he had brought all the 
wool to the New-York market and had made a 
good thing. He borrowed $50 from Mr. Mackin- 
tosh, $50 trom a Now-Yorker named Johnston, 
and secured loans from other lambs who be- 
lieved in his sheep shearing. He told his stories 
well; in fact, he told them so well that they 
superseded the current novels the guests 
were reading. He would vary his narrative 
by throwing in, by way of a climax, a 
description of a villa his wife had purchased on 
the Hudson, in which they would soon reside 
and to whose vesthetic halls all their acquaint- 
ances were invited.

A HUDSON'S BAY EXPEDITION. 

Harirax, Nova Scotia, May 20.—The 
steamer Alert is being prepared for a Hudson's * 
Bay voyage. Lieut. Gordon, R. N., who will 
command her, expects to get off early next 
week. Stores sufficient for more than a year 
will be taken to provide against any emergency. 
The round trip is expected to occupy five 
months. The stations to be visited are Port Bur- 
well, near Cape Chardleigh; Ashe Inlet, near 
North Bluff; Strupail’s:Bay, near the Prince of 
Wales foreland; Nottingham Island, Diggers 
Island, and Nashrak Bay, all of which were 
founded last year. Lieut. Gordon expects to 
reach Hudson’s Straits by June 10. Provisions 
for the eusuing year and 18 tonsof hard coal 
will be left at each station. A large quantity 
of evaporated vegetables prepared in_ this 

rovince will be taken to the _ statiuns. 

{uch valuable information is expected to be 
obtained from the obsevations made during the 
past year as to the formation and breaking up 
of the ice and in regard to its movements; also 
relative to the navigation of the straits. After 
leaving Fort Churcnilla running survey will .be 
made on such portions of the eastern shore of 
the bay as are practicable. The Alert is expect- 
ed to arrive back in the straits about Aug. 25, 
and the remainder of the time will be occupied 
in surveying as much of the coast of the straits 
as is possible. Three representatives of the 
Hudson’s Bay Railway will join the expedition 
for the purpose of reporting for the company. 
Dr. Bell, Fellow of the Geographical Society of 
Ottawa, will be attached to the staff as geologist 
and medical officer.

He frankly admitted he haa 
been in trouble, and had been driven out of 82 
States and Territories. He asked newspaper 
men not to publish anything until he had a 
chance to explain and told them his right name. 
Ananonymous communication was sent from 
Poughkeepsie to Oswego to one of the papers 
there about him, but its publication was refused. 
It was shown to Akerly, when he repeated he 
was trying to lead a blameless life in Oswego, 
and it was believed he did so. He has wept con- 
siderable to-day, and says he is glad the thing is 
coming to a head, that he will take his punish- 
ment, and when freed will lead a different life. 





FATAL SCAFFOLD ACCIDENTS. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 20. — George ’ W. 
Geiles, 35 years of age, employed asa painter in 
the City Hall, to-day fell froma scaffold in the 
southern dome, striking his head on the wooden 
floor 45 feet below. He was instantly killed. He 


is the fourteenth man who has been killed inthe 
building. 


BALTIMORE, aor 20.—At 4:30 o’clock this 
afternoon a scaffold in the new Post Office 
Building, near Lexington-street, gave way and 
precipitated seven men to the ground, 70 feet 
below. William Rogers, age 35, a bricklayer 
from Washington, went through to the ceilar 
and, falling upon a pile of bricks, was instantl 
killed. The other men are severely injured, 
though none of them fatally. 


WONG CHIN FOO ASSAULTED. 
MontrREAL, May 20.—Wong Chin Foo, the 
Chinese editor, had quite an exciting adventure 
here last evening. He had come to this city to 
settle a money difficulty between a newly ar- 


rived Chinaman and two brothers who keep a 
laundry. He decided against the latter, and on 
their refusing to give up the $500 in dispute 
threatened to sue them. About midnight they 
went to his lodgings, and induced him tocome to 
the door to talk the matter over. As soon as he 
made his appearance they attacked him with 
hatchets, and would undoubtedly have killed 
him had not several people gone to his assistance.

THE EXTRA SESSION BEGUN 


THE VETOED CENSUS BILL TO BE 
AGAIN PASSED, 
SERVICES OF NEEDLESS EMPLOYES TO BE 


DISPENSED WITH—THE ATTORNEY-GEN-. 


NERAL’S: OPINION ASKED FOR. 


ALBANY, May 20.—Both branches of the 
Legislature adjourned almost immediately after 
the reading of their journals. The Assembly 
adopted Gen. Husted’s motion to adjourn until 
10:30 o’clock in the morning by a strict party 
vote. The Senate adopted this resolution of Mr. 
Ellsworth by a viva voce vote: 

Whereas, It is doubtful how long this extraordinary 
session may continue, and as the daily expense of the 
employes ts large, 

Kesolved, That the Finance Committee inquire into 
and report what employes there are whose services can 
be dispensed with, and that they be discharged. 

Senator Jacobs asked Mr. Gilbert to withdraw 
his motion to adjourn, and this being granted he 
introduced this resolution: 

Resolved, That the Attorney-General be requested 
to give to the Senate his opinion in writing ar to the 
constitutional power of the Legislature at this extra 
session to pass any bill which seeks to do more 
than provide for such an enumeration of the inhab- 
itants of the State as is necessary to carry out the 
method of apportionment required by the Constitu- 
tion of the State. : 


lt was referred to the Finance Committee by 
a party vote of 15 to 9, the Democrats voting in 
the negative. The Senate then adjourned until 
11 o’clock in the morning. 

It is calculated that the Senate by the adoption 
of J. M. Ellsworth’s resolution would be enabled 
to dispense with the services of between 20 and 
80 employes. and thus save the State a daily 
expense of about $150. The Assembly is expected 
to follow the same economical course to-morrow, 
when a similar saving will be effected in the pay 
roll of employes. 

Three Republican Senators, Messrs. Otis, Dag- 
gett, and Thomas, and two Democrats, Messrs, 
Kiernan and Thacher, were absent trom to- 
night’s session. 

The Republicans of the two houses held 
separate caucuses immediately after the ad- 
journment of the Legislature. They were in 
session about two hours. Conference com- 
mittees were appointed, composed of Senators 
Elisworth, Vedder, and Low, and Assemblymen 
Husted, Raines, Kidder M. Scott, Hotaling, and 
Arnold. By a vote of two to one the members 
of the joint committee agreed to recommend 
the passage of the Census bill vetoed by the 
Governor and an adjournment sine die to- 
morrow. This recommendation was subse- 
quently approved by their associates, and this 
course the Kepublicans expect to follow to- 
morrow. 

It is ramored to-night that the Governor will, 
in addition to the census, impose upon the Legis- 
lature at this extraordinary session the subject 
of legislating upon the prisons of this State. 
The Constitution, section 4 Article IV., saysthat 
the Governor “shail have power to convene the 
Legisiature (or the Senate only) on extraor- 
dinary occasions, At extraordinary sessions no 
subject shall be acted upon except such as the 
Governor may recommend for consideration. 
He shall communicate by message to the Legis- 
lature at every session the condition of the State 
and recommend such matters to them as he shall 
judge expedient.” 

The Governor’s friends say that he has ample 
power under the foregoing to recommend not 
only prison legislation, but legislation on the 
faulty Brooklyn Bridge bill, or even the Pool 
bill if he chooses. The Republicans shake their 
heads and say ithat they doubt his power to 
take any such course. They have examined the 
proclamation by which the Governor convened 
the present extraordinary session, and they find 
these words, which confirm their belief that 
nothing but the census can be acted uvon: “And 
I hereby recommend for the consideration 
of the Legislature of 1885, in extraordinary ses- 
sion convened, such legislation, and such legis- 
lation only, as is requirea to carry into effect 
that part of section 4, article III., of the Constitu- 
tion relating to an enumeration or census.” 

There are now in the State prisons a number 
of idle prisoners for whose maintenance at labor 
about $200,000 is required.

THE VETOED CENSUS BILL. 
ITS 'CLOSE RESEMBLANCE TO THE ' BILL 
WHICH GOV, TILDEN SIGNED. 
£ ALBANY, May 20.—There are no essential 
points of difference between the Census bill 
vetoed by Gov. Hill and the one which Gov. 
Tilden signed 10 years ago. The sage of Gra- 
mercy was popularly supposed to know some- 
thing about the Constitution and the needs of 
the Empire State. This seems to have been alla 
mistake, however. Neither the sage nor the 
Democratic Assembly or Senate were mindful 
of their duties and responsibilities, according to 
the construction placed upon the Constitution 
by such eminent authority as Gov. Hill. The 


impression is growing among the Demo- 
cratic rank and file that the Governor 
has fallen into one of the numerous pits 
that he has digged so industriously all 
Winter in the hope of snaring the Senate. The 
bill which he vetoed is appended, with the ex- 
ception of the italicised words, which are all 
new matter. The several sections are identical 
with sections of law that have been on the stat- 
ute books for from 10 to 30years. The similarity 
between this billand the one that the Leyisla- 
ture sent to Goy. Tilden to sign will surprise 
those who have supposed that the RepuDlicans 
had pues a measure which was totally opposed 
to all precedent: 


AN ACT-to amend chapter 64 of the laws of 1855, en- 
titled “‘ An act in relation to the census or enumera- 
tion of the inhabitants of this State” and making 
an appropriation therefor. 

The People of the State of New-York, represented in Sen- 
ate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Section 11 of chapter 64 of the laws of 
1855, entitled “ An act relative to the census or enu- 
meration of the inhabitants of this State,” is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 

Sec. 11. Hach County Clerk shall immediately} after 
receiving such certified statements of the enumeration 
and other statistical information, and the duplicate 
copies of the same from tne enumerators, in the sev- 
eral towns or districts of his county, transmit to the 
Secretary of State at Albany. by express, all the re- 
turns and dwplicates thereof filed in his office, care- 
fully boxed In such a manner as to protect them; and 
if any enumerator shall neglect for five days atter the 
first day of July to make his return as aforesaid, the 
Clerk of the county in which he shall reside shall im- 
mediately proceed himself, or dispatch a messenger, 
to procure such return and duplicate, and the expense 
thereof shall be deducted from the account of such 
enumerator by the Board of Supervisors of the county 
in which he may reside, if they shall deem proper. 

— 2. Section 17 o1 the above act is hereby re- 
pealed. 

SEC. 3. The sum. of $40,000, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby xppropriated out of any 
money inthe Treasury not Otherwise appro; riated, to 
enable the Secretary of State to carry into effect the 
provisions of the Constitution and laws of this State 
regulating a census or enumeration of the inhabitants 
of this State, to be taken inthe year eighteen hundred 
and eightv-five, said amount to be payable upon the 
certificate of the Secretary of State for the prepara- 
tion and printing of bianks for taking said census or 
enumeration, for the preparation and arrangement of 
the returns thereof for publication, and for compensa- 
tion of assistants und extra clerk hire, and other ex- 
penses connected with said census or enumeration. 

Sxc. 4. Section 10 of said act is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows: 

Sec. 10. Each enumerator shall, on or before the 
first day of July next, and on or before the first day of 
July in every such tenth year thereafter, cause the re- 
turns so certified, with a duplicate copy thereof care- 
tully made and compared, and certitied in the manner 
above specially provided, to be delivered to the Couuty 
Clerk of the county in which such enumerator shail 
reside. And the Secretary of State is hereby authorized 
to irequire that the enwmeration of the inhabitants of 
the several cities of the State shall be completed within 
two weeks from the first Monday in June. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Section 17 referred to in the foregoing was re- 
pealed in order to enable the Secretary to trans- 
fer to his Government the duplicate returpas 
heretofore kept by the County Clerks. The sec- 
tion is as follows: 

Src. 17. It shall be the duty of each County Clerk in 
this State on or before the first day of January next, 
and the first day of January following such tenth year, 
to cause all the original returns filed in his office by 
the respective enumerators to be properly arranged by 
townsor wards, and well bound up in one or more vol- 
umes, and carefully preserved among the records of his 
office; and ifit has not — been done, he shalt 
cause the returns of the United States census of eigh- 
teen hundred and fifty to be bound and preserved in 
like munner, and alsothe returns of any future census 
which the United States may hereafter take.

THE BROOKLYN BRIDGE BILL 
REASONS WHY GOV. HILL MAY REFUSE TO 
SIGN IT. 

ALBANY, May 20.—The point has been 
raised that the Brooklyn Bridge bill, which was 
passed in such a hurry on the last day of the Jast 
session, is so defective that the Governor cannot 
sign it, even if he was disposed to. The bill 
could not be passed so long as it contained the 
fifth section, allowing the Brooklyn extension 
to be built. A compromise was effected 
by which it was allowed to pass 
after that section was eliminated. In 
three places in the bill now _ before 
the Governor either direct or indirect reference 
is made to that section. The Mayors and Con- 
trollers are authorized ** To operate the railroad 
over the bridge and its avenues of approach and 
from time to time fix the fare for passengers 
thereon, subject to the provisions of section 5 of 
this act.”” At another place they are authorized 
to borrow money and issue bonds ‘tin the man- 
ner hereinafter provided,” the ** manner ” being 
specified in the eliminated section. <A third ref- 
erence is that authorizing them to acquire land 
by the right of eminent domain for the purpose 
of extending the bridge. 

If it be true that these points will kill the 
measure the blame would naturally fall upon 
Gen. Barnum’s Cities Committee and its worth- 
less clerk, for the committee had the bill 1n its 
possession two days after it agreed, to report it 
to the House with the fifth section stricken out, 
Had the committee andits clerk ever been in 
the habit of transacting their business in a care- 
ful way these little irrerularities of language 
must have been detected and corrected, 





NEW-YORK OFFICES TO BE FILLED, 


TALK ABOUT THE COLLECTORSHIP—MAR- 
SHAL M’DOUGALL’S TERM EXPIRES, 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—The term of Col-. 


lector Robertson will have been finished in 
about a month. In anticipation of the change 
that will be made in the office he holds, a num- 
ber of paragraphs have appeared containing the 
names of persons who were supposed to be like- 
ly candidates. Mr. Hubert O. Thompson was held 
up for weeks as the ‘“‘sure’” man and was 
then dropped as out of the race for the 
alleged reason that the Administration 
would not dare to provoke a factional fight by 
naming the leader of the foes of Tammany Hall. 
While the Administration has not yet developed 
any disposition to coddle Kelly's powerless little 
band of braves, there are some reasons for believ- 


ing that Mr. Thompson should not be sure of re- 
ceiving the appointment. A few days ago Mayor 
Banks, of Albany, visited Washington, called at 
the White House, and drove out with the Presi- 
dent. The next day he was published as a 
candidate for the Collectorship. Secretary 
Manning said to-day that he had not yet 
reached any conclusion about the office, 
but he declared most emphatically that Mr. 
Banks did not want and would not take the 
place. Mr. Manning does not think it at all 
ah pet that any active business man in New- 

ork could be induced to give up his business 
to take the office for its salary. This remark by 
the Secretary suggested another. He said it had 


surprised him to find many men of ability at: 


work in the department for salaries of $3,000, 
or thereabouts, who could easily com- 
mand twice that amount in private bus- 
iness, He was at a loss to understand 
how they have remained in the department so 
long. Among some of the Democrats who have 
visited the capital since the inauguration there 
has been a great deal of earnest talk against the 
selection of a Collector from New-York City and 
against the proposition to appoint a ** business”’ 
man. ‘ Business men” have little attraction for 
men who have the memory of the Edson ex- 
periment to assist them in judging. One Demo- 


} crat who called upon the President about a 


month ago urged him to appoint ex-Attorney- 
General Schoonmaker, as a man of the strictest 
integrity, sound Democracy, and good ability. 
Mr. Schoonmaker has not become an applicant 
for the place, and it is probable if he should be 
named he would become Collector because the 
oftice sought the man. Those Democrats who 
favor his appointment say that he is absolutely 
free from factional feeling, and that he would 
be acceptable to all the * halls” in New-York. 
When the time comes to make a selection from 
among the Democrats of the State it is probable 
that Mr. Schoonmaker’s name will receive seri- 
ous consideration. 

The four years’ term of Marshal ‘Clint’? Mc- 
Dougall, of the Northern District of New-York, 
expired to-day. Whilethe fact that he would 
s00n cease to haveaclaim upon the place has 
been noted by the Democrats, there has been 
very little pressure by appicants who hope 
to be his successor. There are two candi- 
dates of the Democratic persuasion—ex-Clerk 
of the Assembly Bunn and Editor Bailey, of 
Utica. Both come well recommended, and each 
one has left the matter to work itself out. 
While the appointment naturally comes through 
the Department of Justice, it is probable that 
the necessity for deciding who shall be chosen 
wili devolve upon the President. He has not 
yet decided. There is also another candidate-- 
Marshal McDougall would like to be allowed to 
remain in office. It is not probable that the Ad- 
ministration will ask him to stay.

ABDUCTED TO GUATEMALA, 


RICHARD HAGIST’S STORY OF HOW AMERI- 
CAN BOYS WERE TREATED. 

Cnicaco, May 20.— Richard Hagist, a 
bright lad of 16 years and the brother of a 
reputable druggist in this city, claims to have 
been one of the young men and boys who were 
kidnaped at New-Orleans and taken by the 
steamer Ella Knight to Puerto’ Barrios, 
Guatemala, where they were forced to work on 
arailroaad. He says he went to New-Orleans ex- 
pecting to get work there during the Exposition, 


and came, while looking about, together with 
some other fellows to the wharf, where the Cap- 
tain of the Ella Knight told them that they 
could find eas work at good wages in 
Key West, where he was going about 
Oct. 1. Hagist, together with about 140 
young men and boys, went on _ board 
the Ella Knight. They were crowded 
into the hold and got very little to eat. Tne 
steamer anchored off some port in Central 
America, but nobody was allowed to go on shore 
because a United States Consul was at that 
place, as Hagist supposes. Finally they were 
landed at Puerto Barrios, where they were 
taken in charge by soldiers and forced to deliver 
up everything of value they possessed. 
Then they were set to work on a 
railroad under close guard, and every at- 
tempt to escape was bali nia 4 and cruelly 
punished. The railroad was finished about four 
miles inland to a place called Boscareen Camp 
when Hagist left. The hot climate, the bad 
treatment, and poor fare had caused a great 
deal of sickness. Some were too sick to work, 
Hagist among the number, and they were finally 
packed away in the hold of the steamer like 
rats among a lot ot bananas and exposed to the 
spray from the wheel and taken back to New- 
Orleans. One of the boys died on the way. 
After arriving in New-Qrleans the poor fellows 
were dumped on the whart and left to shift for 
themselves. After having been exposed to the 
rain andthe cold they finally found admission 
toa charity hospital, where Hagist was found 
by his brother in January more dead than alive. 
Hagist says that he understood a ship of the 
United States Navy had gone downto Puerto 
Barrios and had taken away all Americans who 
had not gone there willingly. 


A NEGRO WITH TOO MUCH JEWELRY. 
WorcestER, Mass., May 20.—The police 
have not yet identified the jewelry found upon 
the person of the negro who was arrested in a 
pawnshop this morning after a hard fight. It 
was at first thought the articles were the pro- 


ceeds of the robbery at Dr. Almy’s house in 
Norwich, Conn,, last month, but Chief of Police 
Grant, of Norwich, who came up this afternoon, 
does not identify them. The prisoner, who ix 
a mulatto, about 25 years of age, gives 
his name as William Thompson. He aazt he used 
to bea waiter in the famiiy of L. E. Wells, East 
Seventy-ninth-street, New-York, and that lately 
he has worked tor the Hon. Tbhornas Beaver, at 
Danville, N. Y. He claims that the jewelry was

Killian says: 
“I think the explosion was entirely the result 
of Burns getting too close to the meter. 
You see we had turned on the _ steam, 
and had an escape pipe running through 
the roof, but when Burns leaned over the light 
of the candie must have struck the gas some- 
where. There is escaping zas around there all 
the time, and I guess it communicates with the 
inside of the meter in some way. I don’t think 
the gas — are to blame in any way, as Super- 
intendent Landsden toid Burns particularly to 
be very careful and not get too close to the 
meter with his candle. I had no possible chance 
of getting out of the way or I would not have 
been hurt. If I could have gotten between the 
meters I would have been all right. AsitisI 
am mighty thankful I am not in poor Burns’s 
piace.”

* White-haired William Male, the «Presi« 
dent of the Union National Bank, from his luxu- 
riously furnished private office in the rear of 
the banking house at No. 34 Wall-street, prior 
to the 8th inst., often gazed through the glass 
partition that separated him from his clerks 
with positive affection upon Receiving Teller 
John A. Van Gelder. President Male often 
pondered that if there were more bank: em- 
ployes like. Teller Van Gelder in the 
city there ‘would be.a great many’ lesa 
defaleations in financial institutions. Mr. Van 
Gelder was, in fact, apparently all that any 
employer could ask. He neither drank nor 
smoked and was a model husband and father. 
He had a pretty littie, house on Jersey City 
Heights, where he lived happily with his wita 
and two daughters, one 7 years of age and the 
other13. His habits were in every way exem< 
plary. He generally left the bank at about 4:30 
o’clock in the afternoon and was always home 
to dinner at 7, occupying the interval between 
these hours—so he informed his wife—sometimeg 
in a stroll through Central Park and at others in 
a walk over the big bridge or elsewhere about 
the city as a recreation after the sedentary la- 
bors of the day. In the evering he was usually, 
at home with his family, though once.or twice 
each week he made calls with his. wife’ and 
Played whist in the neighborhood. 

But what President Male particularly admired 
his Teller for was his kindness to an eld employe 
of the bank, who had_ been at the same desk for 


more than 40 years. The aged clerk, owing to 
tailing eyesight. was sometimes a tritle slow inj 
figuring up his balances, and, that the old man, 
might not be detained after the others, Teller 
Van Gelder kindly offered to foot up his books 
for him, and he even took the duty upon bimself 
every night. The other clerks all admired th 
Teller’s generosity, but Mr. Van Gelder tol 
them it wasa duty the young owed to the aged 
and infirm, and refused to consider the otner 
under any obligation to him for his kindness. 
President Male ceased to gaze through the 


glass partition with affection upon Teller Van 


Gelder upon May 8, not only because the Teller 
was not there to be gazed upon, but because Lis 
affection had lapsed. Upon that morning:MYr. 
Van Gelder did not come over from Jersey Cit.¥ 
Heights, and when word was sent to his home¥ 
information was brought back that he had not 
been there the night before. lt was conside 

a dark mystery during the day. At night th 
old clerk had to foot up his books by himself, 
and he made the startling discovery that the 
balance had been “ cooked.” A cursory ex-= 
amination showed that Teller Van Gel-} 
der had been helping himself for some 
years to the funds of the bank. Experts were a 
once called in who worked at the books, assis 

by the entire staff of clerks, until yesterday. 
They discovered that the Teller nad been steal« 
ing about $1,000 at a time, at long intervals, 
since 1874, and that his peculations amounted al- 
together to $33,000, His method had been to ab~ 
stract the money when it was deposited, make 
the proper credit upon the depositor’s pass book, 
and even it up by making a false debit upon th 
books of the bank. Then he kept watch o 
this account, and when the pass. books were bal- 
anced at the end of each month he made a false) 
credit upon some other account to balance the’ 
theft. His last theft was May 2, when he credited 
afdeposit of $71,623 88 with only $68,000 and kept 
the balance. 

President Male has learned since the Teller’s 
flight that, instead of ae strolls about 
the city he told his wife of, between the close 
of the bank and his dinner hour, he has really 
been up town gambling and leading a fast life 
in a very small way. He indulged in about two 
hours’ dissipation each day, and so was ulway'¥ 
home at night. The bank does a business On 
from $7,000,000 to $8,000,000 dafly, and so the 
small amounts the Teller took were never missed. 
As the actual surplus of the bank is $800,000, the 
$33,000 stolen by Van Gejder does not affect the 
institution. The amount has been charged t 
“profit and loss.”” Van Gelder’s wife an 
children are left destitute. President Male sayd 
that the robberies could not have been accom- 
plished if depositors had not been careless about 
leaving their pass booke at the bank and only 
looking them over when the monthly balancé 
was drawn up. °

MR. DALY’S FIGHT WITH THE 


CHICAGO PLAY PIRATES. 


HE NEGOTIATIONS FOR “‘ THE MIKADO "— 
MR. MACKAYE PERSISTS—THE MEXICAN 
ORCHESTRA COMING TO NEW-YORK. 

Mr. Daly is not yet through with the 

Chicago play pirates who have been trying to 

capture the privilege of playing another adapta- 

tion of the German farce from which “ A Night 

Off’ was made. The dispatches from Chicago 

announcing that the injunction of the court 

had been dissolved were extremely misleading, 
inthat they tended to convey the impression 
that the raising of the injunction allowed the 
unauthorized adapters to go on in their work. 

Mr. Daly goes out to Chicago with his company 

next. week, and he will at once undertake to 

bring the question to trial in the Chicago courts. 

He was saying yesterday that he proposed to 

carry on the fight to the uttermost extremity, 

and that all his legal advice, gathered from 
eminent sources, was to the effect that 
he could succeed in checking the attempts to 
play other versions of pieces purchased by him 
from the German authors. The ground taken 
by the Chicago Judge who dissolved Mr. Daly’s 
temporary injunction was that, as Mr. Peattie 
had been enabled to buy a printed copy of the 

foreign work in question publication was im- 

plied, and itis well known that everybody has 

an equal right to make his own adaptation of a 

published play. Mr. Daly says that when the 

case comes to trial he will be able to prove that 
the comedy, although it was printed, was not 
published, and that a notification of the fact ap- 
peared in bold letters on the title page. These 

German comedies are printed and circulated 

among managers and actors who wish to con- 

sider the advisability ef producing them. They 
may be purchased only from play agents, and 
are bought for the distinct purpose named. 


The fact of the matter is that Mr. 
Peattie and his associate in the adaptation of 
“The Rape of the Sabine Women” did purchase 
his copy of the piece from a German manager in 
Chicago who had bought it from the agent of 
the author. When these things come to be 
shown in court it will be seen that there has 
been no publication whatever, and that Mr. 
Daly’s right to the exclusive use of the Original 
work is capable of being upheld. Meanwhile, if 
Mr. Peattie and his friends in this business un- 
dertake to bring out their version of the play 
over which this controversy has arisen, Mr. Daly 
willtry to seize their receipts, and he is informed 
that he can doso. He expresses the hope that 
an attempt will be made to play the farce, be- 
cause he wishes to make this a test case, and to 
secure a decision which will settle at once 
the question as to whether he can 
or cannot protect the works he pur- 
chases from foreign authors. If necessary 
he will carry the matter up to the highest court, 
aud he declares that he hopes his opponent will 
accommodate him by continuing the fight to 
that extent. It is not now likely, of course, that 
Mr. Peattie’s version of ** A Night Off" would be 
financially successful, since Mr. Daly's adapta- 
tion has received so long a start in advance of 
all competitors. It has been shown over and 
over again in connection with disputes over 
plays where two versions were in the market, 
that the one first produced and established asa 
success receives al! the patronage of the public, 
60 that there is nothing left for the other.

Mr. Stetson does not believe that D’Oyly 


Carte has yet closed with Mr. James C. Duff to 
bring the new Gilbert and Sullivan opera over 
to the Standard Theatre. A cipher dispatch 
from Mr. Duff. stating that he had finally 
secured the opera, was sent to this city last 
Thursday night. But what Mr. Stetson says 
concerning the subsequent developments cer- 
tainly tends to throw some doubt upon the 
accuracy of Mr. Duff’s statement. On Friday 
Mr. Stetson received a cablegram from his Lon- 
don agent asking if he could give Mr. Carte 
eight weeks of time at the Fifth-Avenne Thea- 
tre, beginning in October. Mr. Stetson respond- 
edthat he could suppiy seven weeks in New- 
York and four more in Boston. And nego- 
tiations are now pending to the fulfillment of 
that provision. This certainly does not look as 
though Mr. Carte had settled on Thurs- 
day to place “The Mikado” at the Stand- 
ard Theatre. Mr. Stetson is. however, not 
at all sanguine as to the probability 
that the piece will be sung upon his stage. In- 
deed he is rather indifferent, for the reason that 
be has a number of important applications for 
the time which is desired by Mr. Carte. And, 
moreover, he possesses a sufficiently accurate 
knowledge of that astute manager’s method of 
doing business to feel a suspicion that the nego- 
tiations carried on with him are calculated prin- 
cipally to act as a means of securing larger 
terms from Mr. Duff. Mr. Stetson knows that 
Mr. Duff regards the securing of the Gilbert and 
Sullivan piece as practically essential to his suc- 
cess in the Standard Theatre next season, and he 
naturally counts upon the willingness of his 
competitor in this matter to pay for the 
opera even more than it is worth. As 
ie: Stetson’s theatre is already established 
upon a successful basis, he naturally does 
not feel the advisability of taking in an attrac- 
tion simply on account of its prestige without 
any fair chances of making money. Mr. Carte’s 
methods of disposing of the materials which 
come into his hands are certainly ingenious. 
Mr. Carte’s first aim in selling an opera is to get 
two or three managers to bidding forit. He then 
proceeds to play them one against the other, 

and the result usually is that out of thelot there 
is some one person whose enthusiasm outruns 
his business tact to an extent which gives Mr. 

Carte extremely desirable terms. Mr. Stetson 

has come to understand this system so well that 

there is no danger of his being taken in, so to 

speak. He said the last time we talked upon 

theasubject that he did not propose to be used 

for the purpose of elevating the price 

which Mr. Duff will have to pay. It is under- 

stood that, wherever Mr. Carte finally decides to 

place **The Mikado” in New-York, he will or- 

ganize two or three companies to play the opera 

through the country. The fact that he takes 

this amount of risk in the enterprise is regard- 

edas an indication that the work is more valu- 

able than any produced by Gilbert and Sullivan 

forsometime. Mr. Carte was exceedingly giad to 

sell the American rights{in ‘“‘The Princess Ida,” 

in which he apparently had little if any faith. 

He does not now wish, however, to dispose of 

the privilege of playing this new piece through 

the United States, but will, in any case, retain 

an interest in the receipts. 


Mr. Steele Mackaye says it has been decided to 
eontinue, or rather to renew, the season of the 
Lyceum Theatre,and that the house will be 
open for an indefinite period. — The regular sea- 
son closes on Saturday night of this weck, when 


all existing contracts come to anend. On Mon- 
day evening the same company will be seen in 
the same piece, the only difference being that 
Summer prices of admission will be asked and 
that Summer salaries will be paid to the actors 
and actresses. Mr. Mackaye still has great faith 
in * Dakolar,” and insists that the piece has not 
been properly worked up.

ODLUMS BODY TAKEN AWAY.

ARRESTS TO BE MADE—AN 

YESTERDAY. 

The body of Robert E. Odlum, the swim- 
mer, who lost his life by jumping from the East 
River bridge, lay in Coroner Kennedy’s morgue 
in Pearl-street yesterday. The street in front 
was filled with a curious crowd all day, and 
curiosity seekers tried all sorts of ruses to geta 
look at the body. Some went so far as to say 
that they were relatives of the dead man and 
appeared to be deeply affected. The doorkeepcer, 
however, was deaf to their entreaties, and only 
persons directly interested in the case were 


allowed to enter. Paul Boyton sent some 
loose flowers to the morgue and they were 
strewn over the cloth-covered icebox in which the 
body lay. Boyton received a telegram yesterday 
from the dead man’s sister, Charlotte Smith, of 
No. 215 Four and a Half-street, Washington, di- 
recting him to forward the body to her. It was 
sent on to that city last evening. The funeral 
will take place to-day or to-morrow and the 
interment will be in Mount Vernon Cemetery. 
When spoken to in regard to making any ar- 
rests, Coroner Kennedy said he did not think he 
was justified in having warrants issued for any 
persons just yet. “The District Attorney in- 
forms me that there isno law allowing me to 
take any such action,” he said. ‘Section 175 of 
the Penal Code says a person who willfully in 
any manner advises, encourages, abets, or as- 
sists another person in taking his life is guilty of 
manslaughter in the first degree. Now, I don’t 
know of any person who has been guilty of any 
one of these specifications, Gdlum was not aided 
by anybody. From what I can learn no bet was 
made and he did not receive any encouragement 
in the shape of money on the result. He simply 
undertook the feat for notoriety. Jumping 
from high distances was his profession. He had 
practiced this work from youth, and he was 
fully conscious of the danger he was to ecoun- 
ter. Taking everything into consideration I 
think he alone was to blame for his death. I 
will hold an inquest early next week, andif any 
new developments come to light to warrant me 
in making any arrests I will not hesitate a mo- 
mentin doingit. Paddy Ryan, Capt. Boyton, 
and Henry E. Dixey will be summoned at the 
inguest.”’ 

“ne autopsy was held in theafternoon. Dep- 
uty Coroner Conway was assisted by Deputies 
Herold and Jenkins. The immediate cause of 
death was saidto be hemorrhage of the lunges. 
The liver, spleen, and kidneys were ruptured, 
and the first five ribs on the left side were fract- 
ured. They were broken diagonally, and resem- 
bled cases of fracture caused by the falling of a 
sand bank. There were slight tubercular depos- 
its in the apex of the right lung; the heart was 
found to be normal. 

The point on the bridge where Odlum alighted 
from the wagon before he took his leap 
is about 170 feet east of the New-York 
tower. Some person marked the spot with 
a piece of chalk, and yesterday thousands 
of foot passengers stopped and examined 
the place. James Haggert, the man who acted 
as a decoy for Odlum, was arraigned in Justice 
Walsh’s court, in Brooklyn, yesterday morning. 
Hageert asked for an adiournment, as he had no 
counse). This was granted until 10 o’clock to- 
morrow, the prisoner being committed to prison 
in the meantime,

AFFAIRS OF THE WEST SHORE. 
THE LAST PLAN OF REORGANIZATION NOT 
RECEIVED WITH FAVOR. 

The promised new plan of the Colgate- 
Pullman and Hewitt-McClellan Committees, for 
_the reorganization of West Shore was made pub- 
‘lic yestérday. It does not differ materially from 
‘the two previous plans. successively fathered 
by those committees. The only respects 
in which it differs from them is a pro- 


visional reduction of the proposed new first 
mortgage from $20,000,000 to $15,000,000 in case 
the terminal property at Weehawken is not pur- 
chased; a further issue of $5,000,000 first mort- 
gage bonds, at the option of the new company, 
after the lapse of a year; the absence of a pro- 
vision for the issue of second preferred stock; the 
assessment of $5 per share cash on the new com- 
mon stock; certificates convertible into first 
mortgage bonds to be issued for the cash 80 re- 
ceived, and a declaration that no obligation to 
purchase the terminal property at Weehawken 
will be imposed on the committee of reorganiza- 
tion. 

The new plan was not received in financial 
circles with any more favor than its predeces- 
sors, for the reason that the rights of the bond- 
holders are made by it,as by the others, sec- 
ondary to those of the persons whose claims 
have not been legally adjudged to constitute a 
prior lien on the property. 

A well-known financier said concerning the 
plan: “While itimposes no obligation on the 
committee to purchase the terminal property it 
propcess to increase the first mortgage by 
$5,000,000 if the terminals are purchased. It 
would be interesting to know whether the com- 
mittees nave decided between themselves 
that the terminal property is worth $5,000,- 
000. There is no chance of this plan 
being carried out. The only way the ne- 
organization can be effected, except by the fore- 
closure of the present mortgage, which I under- 
stand the Trustee is making all possible haste to 
effect, is for these committees to agree to step 
down andout. Letallexisting committees agree 
on the nomination of a member of each of 
the houses of Brown Brothers & Co., Drex- 
el, Morgan & OCo., Kidder, Peabody & 
Co.. and David Dows Co., together 
with Commissioner Fink, who is understood to 
be willing to serve with such associates, to form 
a committee of reorganization. This commit- 
tee, which will command confidence, might with 
advantage be left to carry out the details of the 
reorganization, subject only to the condition 
that no mortgage above $15,000,000 shail be put 
ahead of the security of the present bondholders, 


THE PACIFIC MAIL SUBSIDY. 
The indications on the Street yesterday 
pointed to an early settlement of the question 
of the Pacific Mail subsidy, the extended con- 
tract for which willexpire on June 1. The Di- 
rectors of the steamship company were in s8es- 
sion for several hours at the office of Russell 


Sage. A proposition was received by the steam- 
ship company some time ago for a monthly 
guarantee of $85,000 to be paid by the companies 
in the Transcontinental Association, this guar- 
antee to differ from the contract now in force, 
the payments under which are subject to re- 
bate, which reduces the net payment to 
the Pacific Mail to about $75,000. The 
proposed arrangement will make the $85,000 
paid net, and will be paid by the transconti- 
nental companies in proportion to the freight 
carried by each between the Pacific coast and 
the Missouri River. Should the proposed new 
agreement be entered into the companies in the 
so-called “Huntington lines’’ will contribute 
most of the subsidy. After the conclusion of 
the meeting the Pacific Mail officials deciared 
that the agreement had not been accepted, but 
that a settlement of the whole matter was not 
unlikely within a few days.

THE CORNELL RECORDS BEATEN 
OF THE EVENTS. 

Irmaca, N. Y., May 20.—The Spring 
meeting of the Cornell University Athletic As- 
sociation was held this afternoon at the Driving 
Park, and the records made, in spite of unfavor- 
able weather and a heavy track, augur well for 
the success of Cornell’s athletes in the first 
meeting of the New-York State Intercollegiate 
Athletic Association, which will be held under 
the auspices of Hobart College, at Geneva, May 
30. Cornell’s best records were lowered in five 
of the twelve events—putting the shot, throw- 
ing the hammer, running broad jump, half-mile 
run, and mile run.

The success of tne meeting was largely 
due to the energy and ability shown by the new 
Athletic Directors, Outdoor sports of all sorts 
have attracted much more attention here since 
the reorganization of the Athletic Council last 
Fall.

THE BROOKLYNS PLAY AND WIN AGAINST’ 


0 0—10: 
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THE CLUVERIUS MURDER TRIAL. 


, TRYING: TO: CONNECT THE } PRISONER: WITH 
THE MURDERED ‘WOMAN. 


RICHMOND, Va., May 20.—In the Cluverius 
trial this morning the court ruled that it would 
exclude the evidence of Mrs. Dickinson and little 
Willie Dickinson as to the superscription on the 

-envelope containing the letter received by Lill- 
ian, in which she was asked to.come’to Rich- 
mond, on the ground that the witnesses were 
not experts. The court also ruled that the let- 
ter itself could be admitted as testimony, but 
not as an independent fact apart from the visit 
to Richmond;yand that the contents of the postal 
ecards received by Mrs. Dickinson on March 13, 
which she had burned, could not be taken as 
evidence. At this juncture Mrs. Dickinson was 
recalled. When Lillian brought the letter to the 
witness, saying there was always something to 


bother her, and that she had to come to Rich- 
mond, she gave no other reason for the trip. 

W. H. Madison, a cousin of the deceased woman, 
testified that Lillian did not not spend the night 
of Jan. 6 at hisresidence. The last time he saw 
her was when she was on the way to Bath Coun- 
ty. Harry Curtis wassworn. He knew Lillian. 
He became acauainted with her at school. He 
had never corresponded with her. He left Rich- 
mond on March 24 last to go to St. Louis, but was 
taken sick and stopped in Baltimore. He came 
back to Richmond with Mr. Wren. He went to 
a detective office and saw Mr, Mera2dith, of coun- 
sel for the prosecution, who told him that he 
was not much like Cluverius. Witness did not 
ask for an explanation, but subsequently heard 
his own name connected by reports with the 
murder of Miss Madison. He had heard that it 
was reported in King and Queen and King Will- 
jam Counties that he was the murderer of Miss 
Madison. He was not at the American Hotel on 
March 13. On the night of that day he was visit- 
ing a young lady. He had never made Miss 
Madison a present. His picture found in Lillian’s 
trunk was given tv her by his sister. He did not 
know that Lillian had his picture until recently, 

Henry Hunt, a colored office boy at the Amer- 
ican Hotel, testified that on the morning of the 
13th of March Mr. Dodson had given him a note 
to take to room No. 21. He did so, and found 
the young lady eating breakfast. He handed 
her the note and received an answer, which he 
delivered to the messenger in waiting. The 
messenger soon returned and said he could not 
find the man, and left the note with Mr. Dodson. 
He saw the occupant of room No. 21 leave the 
hotel during that day. The witness was told to 
stand aside until the hotel register could be sent 
for for the purpose of ascertaining the name of 
the occupant of room No. 21, 

W. H._ Madison, the father of Lillian, was 
sworn. Hesaid he thought he could recognize 
his daughter’s writing. After looking at the 
name **F, L. Merton, Roanoke City,” on the 
Exchange Hotel register, he said he had no 
doubt of it being his daughter's writing. He 
next examined the register of the American 
Hotel, where the same name appears, and said 
that all but the letter *‘ M” seemed to be in his 
daughter’s writing. 

The note mentioned in Hunt's testimony was 
shown the witness and he said he had no doubt 
that his daughter wrote it. The Curtis letter 
was then closely examined by the witness, who 
finally said he did not believe it was in his 
daughter’s handwriting. 

Henry Hunt was recalled and the American 
Hotel Register was produced, when it wasascer- 
tained that * F. L. Merten” occupied room No. 
21. Huntsaid the occupant of room No. 21 left 
the hotel about five minutes after he handed her 
the note. That was about 11:30 A. M. She wore 
a black dress, black hat, and red shawl. He had 
identified the body at the Almshouse as that of 
the same person who occupied room No. 21 at 
the hotel. 

E. Cuthebert having been sworn, said he was a 
newspaper correspondent. Hesaw the prisoner 
in the city jail about March 28. He conversed 
with him and asked tor a statement about the 
charges against him. The prisoner declined to 
say anything about them, but said he had not 
seen Miss Madison since last September at her 
homein King William County. 

George Wright testified that he was a con- 
ductor onthe Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad. 
He had as a passenger on his train March 12 the 
woman whose body was foundin the reservoir. 
In a conversation with her, she gave witness her 
name as Lillian Madison. She said she expected 
some ladies to meet her at Richmond that night 
orat the American Hotel the next morning. 
Witness described the clothes she wore, and said 
that the clothing shown in court was similar to 
what the passenger had worn. On cross-exam- 
ination the witness stated that the lady haa said, 
in speaking about the train running fast, that 
she wished it would run off the track and kill 
her. He at once dropped the subject, being sur- 
pees at her remark. She seemed in good 
spirits. 

William Martin was next called, and testified 
that he was on Belle Isle on March 13, About 
noon he met a getleman and lady onthe foot 
bridge leading tothe isle. He could not swear to 
the identity of the man on the bridge with the 
prisoner. be lady was dressed in black and 
woea red shawl. Witness passed very close 
to the couple, in fact brushing against the man. 
He heard the lady say in response to some re- 
mark made by her companion, **Why, cousin 
Tommy!” The prisoner resembled the man he 
had seen. Severai weeks had elapsed before he 
recalled the incident, and then it was due to 
having heard thatsome persons from Belle Isle 
had gone to the jail to see the prisoner, also to 
his having read published accounts of the affair. 

—— Isaacs wassworn. He testified!that on March 
13 he was employed at Bell Isle as a puddler. On 
that day hesawa lady and gentleman on the 
island. Witness felt confident that the prisoner 
was the man hesaw. He noticed the lady par- 
ticularly, and thought that in her condition she 
ought to be at home. He did not doubt the 
identity of the lady on the island with the body 
he subsequently saw at the Almshouse. Upon 
cross-examination the witness said he ap- 
proached the couple and passed them ata dis- 
tance of 10 steps; that he positively identitied 
the prisoner as the man he saw, but thought he 
then had a small mustache. He could not de- 
scribe the dress of either of the couple. The 
lady had a red shawl around her or on her arm.

Joseph N. Whitney, ot Maine, was to-day reinstated as 
chief clerk ofthe bureau, He was requested to resign 


clerk, as his services would be of great assistance to 
the new head of the bureau. 


In November last Mr. Canaday, Sergeant-at- 
Arms of the Senate, and Mr. Clark, architect of che 


Capitol, acting under a resolution of the Senate, leased 
for one year, at $500 per month, Gen. B. F. Butler’s 
house on Capitol Hill, known as the Grey House, for 
committee rooms. Near the*end of the lust session of 
the Senate a resolution was passed by that body re- 
scinding the resolution which authorized the leasing 
of the building, and in_ pursuant to this Gen. Butler 
was informed that the Government would terminate 
the lease. Gen. Butler, however, refused to receive 
the keys of the building, and has instructed his law 
artner in this city to hold the Government for the 
_ Tull term of the lease, which will not expire until next 
November. The lease having been signed by Messrs. 
Canaday and Clark proceedings to recover the rent 
will be taken against them personally if the Govern- 
ment denies responsibility for it. 

Commissioner Black has written the follow- 
ing letter to Sidney L. Wilson, Pension Agent, this

The 
house referred to in the foregoing dispatch is occupied 
by Major William ‘I. Adreon, a ciaim agent, and 
brother of Postmaster Adreon. Major Adreon ex- 
ae the matter by saying that he had been expect- 
hg such action by the Commissioner for some time, as 
two special agents had been investigating his office. 
He admits that fully 8U0 persons had given bis 
office for their address, and that he had the 
ceftificates of many of them, but that it was simply a 
matter of conventenceto them, as most of thom are 
poor people who have no permnnent pluces of abode, 
while others, for some reason, do not wish checks sent 
totheir homes. He simply acts as agent Pe 
charging 50 cents for each payment made, and has 
been doing so for eight yeurs- 





OLD TESTAMENT REVISION 


— 
A-CRITICAL-GLANCE AT THE COM. 
PLETED WORK. 

THE DIVISION INTO CHAPTER AND VERSA 
ABANDONED—MUCH OF THE BOOK IN 
VERSE FORM—CHANGES IN THE TEXT. 

The revised version of the Old Testament 
, appears this morning. It is here proposed tq 
give an account of its general character. 

The first thing to strike the eye is its total 
abandonment of the division into chapters and 
verses, although the notation is preserved in the 
margin. This is avery great gain, since the ca- 
pitular and versicular division is universally rec- 
ognized among students as annoying and injuri- 
ous. Nor is there any reason why the Bible 
should be printed differently from any other 
book. The next thing the reader would notice 
is the printing of large portions of the volume 
in the style of verse, a feature which extendg 
not only to the poetical books, (Job, Psalms, 
Proverbs, and Song of Solomon,) but aiso to 
smaller portions in other parts of the volume, 
such as the Song of Moses, in Deuteronomy; the 
Song of Hannah, in I. Samuel, and the Prayer of 
Habakkuk. The advantage of this custom is 
that it shows the reader the marked peculiarity 
of Hebrew poetry as consisting not inrhyme nor 
in rhythm, but in balanced sentences and 
clauses, usually called parallelisms, one of which 
corresponds to: the other, either as repeti- 
tion or as antithesis or as expansion. This pe- 
culiarity not only marks a passage as poetical, 
but also renders no small aidin ascertaining its 
meaning. Sometimes, indeed, a vexed question 
in exegesis is determined by the parallelism. An- 
other thing to arrest the observer’s attention is 
the smaller number of words printed in italic 
letter, to show that they are added by the trans. 
lators in order to complete the sense of a pas~ 
sage. Theseocourin the authorized version in 
many places where they are not called for, the 
supplied word being really implied in the form 


of the original. In other cases, where a supple- 
ment is actually necessary, there appears to have 
been a constant endeavor to lessen the number 
of words thus added as much as possible. A 
comparison of the two revisions will make this 
plain in any part of tne volume. 
It is very evident that the Old Testament re- 
visers have been more conservative than those 
of the New. {Indeed, they were by circumstancea 
cut off from what occasioned very many of the 
changes in the latter, viz., the state of the 
original text. The Hebrew manuscripts, unlike 
the Greek, exhibit very few variations, and 
none at all that would require the elimination of 
even a verse or part of averse. The Old Testa. 
ment text was settled by the so-called Massoretes 
a thousand yearsago, There are places where 
the alteration of some letters makes a consider- 
able differencein the meaning. But these are few, 
and rarely of very great importance. There aré 
some scholars who insist that the text may be 
properly corrected by the aid of the ancient ver- 
sions, but the revisers determired to translate 
simply the Hebrew Bible as it is,of course making 
a choice among the various readings which its 
own margin presents. And in their revision of the 
common version they were not eager in all cases 
to keep the exact form of the original, but 
where the sense was expressed with sufficient 
exactness by King James’s translators they suf: 
fered it to stana, correcting it only where it was 
erroneous, or ambiguous, or conveyed in obso- 
lete words, so that the book is not a new transla« 
tion, but a revision, giving the ascertained re- 
sults of modern scholarship. 
This, however, will not prevent their worl 
from giving a shock to many English readers b¥ 
occasional changes of translation in passages 
more or less familiar. Such a result, however 
painful, was unavoidable. It was truly learned 
men that made the revision of 1611. But sinco 
their day immense advances have been made 
in sacred learning. Hebrew grammar and 
lexicography, Biblical archeology and geog- 
raphy, the study of the cognate lancuages, and 
the entire realm of philology have been revolu- 
tionized. Inthe flood of light which has thus 
been shed upon the Hebrew text it follows, of 
course, that points which before escaped atten- 
tion are now brought distinctly to view. And 
there are changes that must be made. Oné or 
two examples will suffice. There is a word oc- 
curring about a dozen times in the Old 
Testament which is always rendered hypocrite, 
yet now no scholar has the least doubt that this 
is incorrect and that the word should be 
rendered ungodly. And this fact makes 2a 
serious difference in the meaning of several 
passages. So there isa word which occurs about 
forty times from Exodus to Micah, and is alwayé 
translated grove, sometimes where it makes ab- 
solute nonsense, as II. Kings, xxvi., 6, where it is 
said that Josiah *“ brought out the crove from 
the house of the Lord.”’ Nothing is more cer- 
tain than that the Hebrew word denotes a par- 
ticular kind of idolatrous image, As this image 
cannot be exactly defined, the word is transiiter- 
ated as Asherah, with a marginal note stating 
its probable character. But all cases are not of 
this kind. There are mang in regard to which 
scholars are divided, the evidence being con- 
flicting. Here the revisers have naturally and 
wisely given the autborized version the benefit 
of the doubt, and bave refrained from any 
change. Examples may be seen in two passages 
in the former part of Genesis, one Eve’s exciama- 
tion, (iv.,1,)‘*l have gotten a man from the 
Lord;” the other the Lord’s utterance, (vi., 3,) 
**My spirit shall not always strive with man.” 
These are repeated with avery slight variation 
not affecting the sense. In other cases the alter. 
ations are serious and useful. 
In the second verse of the first chapter of 
Genesis occurs a phrase which has become 
almost proverbial, ** The earth was without form 
and void.”” This is made to read “waste and 
void,” because the chaos was not merely form- 
less, but desolate. So in the fifth verse of the 
next chapter the statement “fortke Lord God 
had not caused ft to rain upon the earth” gives 
areason that does not seem called for by the 
former part of the verse as it stands in the com- 
mon version, but its object becomes plain when 
one reads the revision, “And no plant of the 
field was yet in the earth, and no herb of the 
field had yet sprung up; for the Lord God,” &c. 
The sentence pronounced upon Cain, “a fugi- 
tive anda vagabond shalt thou be,” (iv., 12,) is 
changed to “a fugitive and a wanderer,” be- 
cause this is all that the original means, and 
vagabond has now come to indicate something 
more than a wanderer. The statement ina fol- 
lowing verse that God “set a mark upon Cain” 
is changed to “ appointed a sign for Cain,” which 
is the exact meaning of the original, there being 
no ground for the vulgar opinion that a visible 
stigma was affixed to Cain’s person. The speech 
of Lamech in the end of the chapter is mad¢ 
plaiger, Instead of his saying, "1 have slain ¢ 
man to my wounding,” &c., the revision reads, 
“For [ have slain a man for wounding me, 

And a young man for bruising me,” 
the implication beiag that it was done in self« 
defense. In xyi., 12, the prediction concerning 
{shmael, “ he will be a wild man,” is made to ex- 
press the full force of the original, ** he shall be 
as a wild ass among men.” ‘In xxii., 1, instead of 
* God did tempt Abraham,” we have the juster 
atatement, ‘God did grove Abraham.” In xlix., 
the old account of Reuben's curse is retained: 
* Unstable as water thou shait not exce!,”’ with 
yD aey mo to unstable, ** bubbling over,” an al- 

ernative rendering much like that suggested bs 
the American Company. In versel0 the promise 
to Judah is not that to him shall be “ the gather- 
ing of the people,” ag if it were only one nation; 
but, as the revision puts it, “the obedience of 


the peoples,”

in Matthew, xix.,18. This is an improvement, 
since killing is sometimes lawful, but murder 
never 1s. In xxvii., 21, occurs a phrase very 
often repeated, viz., “tabernacle of the congre- 
gation,” which to most persons simply means 
the place where the people congregated to- 
gether, but the revision gives the true sense, 
“tent of meeting,” i. ¢, the place where the 
people met with God, (cf. xxix., 42-45.) The 
**shittim wood” so often mentioned in the ac- 
count of the construction of the tabernacle is 
made “acacia,” and the obsolete **taches” is 
changed into “clasps,” and “*the hanging 
the gate of the court” becomes * the screen 
the same.

xxix., 29.) In xxxii., 17, we read, “ toey sacri- 
ficed unto devils, not to God,” which tne revi- 
sion makes “they secriiced unto demons, 
which were no God.” Tho Cla Testament, like 
the New, knows of but one devil. sithough there 
are many demons or unclean spirits. in verse 
85 is found a well-known and very solemn utter- 
ence concerning the wicked, “their foot shail 
slide in due time,” used by President Edwards as 
the text of one of the most pungent disccurses 
be ever delivered. In tbe revision the whole 
point of the utterance disappears, for we read 
there: 

* Vengeance is mine, and recompense, 
At the time when their foot shal! slide,” 

And it may be confidently affirmed that the 
original admits of ro other rendering. 


JOSHUA. 


In chapter ix., 4,13, mention is maceof “bottles 
of wine, old and rent, and bound up,” which is 
{nexplicab!e to plain readers. The word is very 
properly changed in the revision inte * wine- 
skins,” which is what the Hebrew means. The 
miracle of the sun and moon (x,, 12) standing 
gtill is sometimes represented as a poetical utter- 
ancemerely. Butthe revision gives the quota- 
tion from the book of Tasher in hse usual 

oetical form, and then addsin prose the 

istorical statement, “ and the sun stayed in the 
midst of heaven,” &c, 
JUDGES. 

The song of Deborah, chapter y., is made more 
intelligible. Verse 10, “epeax ye that ride on 
white asses,” Sc, is so rende:.d as to show that 
itisasummons to those who are in safety and 
comtort to tell of the Lord’s zoings, and re- 
bearse the mighty acts of his rule in Israel. 
Verse 15, “ even Issachar, and also Karak, he was 
sent on foot into the val'ey,” is thus rendered, 

“ As was Issacher, so was Barak; 
Into the vailey they rushed forth at his feet.”

Ini., 28, Hannah says oft Samuel, ** Therefore 
aisol have ient him to the Lord.” Butit was 
nota temporary joan, but a lifelong consecra- 
tion, and hence the revision reads, **I have 
granted him unto the Lora.” In xxv., 22, 34, 
**So much as one man child” is substituted by 
eupbemism for a coarse and unpleasant expres- 
sion. in xxvi., 10, ** Whither have ye made a 
road to-day ?"’ the change of road into raid con- 
verts darkness into light. 


II, SAMUEL. 


I., 18, “* He bade them teach the children of 
Judah the use of the bow.” This is an edd state- 
ment to precede David's lament over Saul and 
Jonathan. The revision makes it pertinent by 
changing the use of into the song of the bow, this 
being the name givento David's tender elegy. 
In vi., 19, David is said to have given to every 
one “a flagon of wine.” The revision puts this 
uecurately ‘*a cake of raisins.” In xiv., 14, the 
wise woman says to David, * Neither doth God 
respect any person; vet doth He devise means 
that His banished be not expelled from Him.” 
This is made much plainer: ** Neither doth God 
take away life, but deviseth means that He that 
is banished be not an outcast from Him.” In 
xxxiii., 3, the last words of David are made in 
the revision to describe not whata King ought 
to be, but what he will be, ruling in the fear of 
God: 

“ As the light of the morning when the sun riseth, 

A morning without clouds. 
W ben the tender erass springeth out of the earth, 
Through cigar shining afterrain.”’ 

In I. Kings, x., 28, a change in the revision 
shows that it wasnot “ linen yarn” but ** droves 
ot horses”’ that Solomon brought out of Egypt. 
So in xii.. 31, it appears that Jeroboam made 
priests, not “‘of the lowest of the peopie,” 
which would have been purposeless folly, but 
of the general body of the people, thus deny- 
ing the special claims of the family of Aaron. 
In il. Kings, xii., 4, the words *“* Eventhe money 
of every one that passeth the account,” are 
changed into the plain phrase, ‘current 
money.” and in xxii., 14, Huldah is said to dwell 
not “in the college,” but ‘‘in the second quar- 
ter” of the city. In I. Chronicles, xiv., 15, the 
signal tor David to attack the Philistines is not 
*“thesound of going,” but “the sound of march- 
ing” in the tops of the mulberry trees. In II, 
Chronicles, xi., 15, Jeroboam ordained priests 
not “for the devils,”’ as the common version 
states, but * for the he goats.” 


JOB. 


In i1., 9, the advice of Job's wife, ‘Curse God 
and die,’ is changed to * Renounce God and 
die.” In v., 24, instead of * Thou shalt visit 
thy habitation and not sin’ is placed, * Thou 
shalt visit thy fold and miss nothing.” In ix., 9, 
instead of Arcturus, Orion, and Pleiades” is 
“the Bear, Orion, and the Pleiades,” In xiii., 15, 
the patient man says. * Though He slay me, yet 
will I trust in Him,” one of the most striking ex- 
pressions of loyal confidence in God to be found 
in the whole Bible. The revision retains this in 
substance, only substituting in the second 
clause ** wait for Fim” in place of * trust in 
Him.” But the American appendix alters the 
form and meaning of the entire sentence and 
reads, ** Behold, He will slay me; I have no 
hope.” The American company, in common 
with most critics, maintain that this is the true 
sense of the Hebrew. Job feels and says that 
the result will surely be his death; he despairs 
or relief or rescue. but yet insists, in the re- 
mainder of the verse. that he will maintain the 
integrity of his ways. ln this view the fine 
antithesis of the common version disappears. 
Yet if it is not found in the original, it ought to 
disappear. 

In the nineteenth chapter of the same book 
occurs the glowing assurance of resurrection, 
made familiar to multitudes by the music to 
which it is married in the oratorio of ** The Mes- 
siah.”” “ For 1 know that my Redeemer liveth, 
and that Heshall stand atthe latter day upon 
the earth: And though after my skin worms 
destroy this body, yet in my flesh shall I see 
God,” the revision renaers thus: 

“ But I know that my redeemer liveth, 

And that He shall stand up at last upon the earth: 
And after my skin bath been thus destroyed, 
Yet from my fiesh shal! | see God.” 

No one doubts that the improvement here is 
great. The word “redeemer” should not be 
printed with a capital, and the unpleasant and 
uncalled-for mention of worms 1s rightly avoid- 
ed. “From my fiesh” exactly reproduces the 
Hebrew, which may mean either “ out of” (-in) 
or “away from” (-without,) and the reader is 
left free to take his choice. The American com- 
pany hold that the latter of the two is correct, 
and their appendix reads, “Then without my 
flesh shall I see God,” in which case the passage 
is a distinct assertion of the immortality of the 
soul, but says nothing whatever of the resur- 
rection of the body. The appendix makes con- 
siderable changes in the following verse, but 
these have no doctrinal bearing, however inter- 
esting in themselves. 

In the thirty-first chapter, verse 85, is found an 
exclamation which has been very often quoted 
in modern times in total ignorance of its true 
meaning. “Oh * * * that mine adversary 
had written a book.” The entire verse, of 
which this is the concluding clause, is traus- 
formed in the revision in this way: 

“Oh, that I had one to hear me! 
(Lo, here is my signature; let the Almighty answer 


me;) 

And that [had the indictment which my adversary 

hath written!’ 

Job is so conscious of his innocence that he 
eagerly desires to see the charge brought against 
bim. So far from shunning it as a cause of 
shame, he would, as he says in verse 36, pear it 
in triumph as that which was to him a crown 
of honor. 

In xxxviii., 31, 82: ‘‘ The sweet infiuences of 
Pleiades” is changed to “ the cluster of the Ple- 
jades,” and *“‘ Arcturus with his sons” to “the 
Bear with her train.”’ ln xxxix., 18: “Gavest 
Thou the goodly wings unto the peacocks? or 
wanes and feathers unto the ostrich?" is altered 

te) 

“The wing of the ostrich rejoiceth, 
But are her pinions and feathers kindly?” 

In verse 19 the question concerning the horse, 
* Hast thou clothed his neck with thunder?” be- 
comes 
“Hast Thou clothed his neck with the quivering 

mane?” 

In verse 23it is not “the glittering spear and 
the shield” that battle against him, put 


* The fiashing spear and the javelin.” 


In the next chapter is a great improvement in 
the description ot behemoth, the hippopotamus. 
In verse 23 we read: * Behold, he drinketh upa 
river and hasteth not; he trusteth that he can 
draw up Jordan into his mouth.” The revision 
better expresses the pride of behemoth: 

“ Behold, if a river overfiow he trembleth not; 
He is confident though Jordan swell up to his mouth.” 


PSALMS. 


In this book, the most familiar and to the 
great body of Christians the most precious por- 
tion of the Old Testament, the revisers have 
been unusually conservative, touching only 
those passages which imperatively required cor- 
rection, and in these furnishing what is a real 
gain. Thus in x.,4: ‘The wicked through the 
pride of his countenance will not seek after 
God: God is not in all his thoughts,” is made to 
read, with manifest advantage: 

- the wicked, in the pride of his countenance, saith. 

He will not require it; 
All his thoughts are, there is no God.” 


In xvi., 2, the godly man, instead of saying to 
his maker, ““My goodness extendeth not to 
thee,” makes the finer statement: 

“I have no good beyond thee,” 
and in verse 16 says that his soul will not be 
jeft ** to Shéol,” i. ¢., the place of the departed, 
which is clearer and more faithful than the “tin 
hell” of the common version. In xix., 3, the 
omission of the single word where improves the 
sense greatly, thus: 

“ There is no speech nor language; 

Their voice cannot be heard.” 

Yet though thus silent their line is gone out 
through ail the earth. In xxix.,9%, the prosaic 
statement, “In his temple doth every one speak 
of his glory,”’ is made spirited by the change 
“And in his temple everything saith glory.’ 
In xxii., 8, “I will guide thee with mine eye,” is 
made plain thus: “I will counsel thec with 
mine eye upon thee.” In xxxvii., 35, the wicked 
is compared not to ‘“‘a green bay tree,” but to 
“a green tree in its native soil,” and therefore 
thrifty and vigorous. In xxxviii., “My loins 
are filled with a loathsome disease," a rendering 
which has led to grievous misconceptions, is 
changed to ‘* My loins are filied with burning.” 
In xlv.. 13, the King’s daughter is not ‘all glo- 
rious within,” but ** within the palace is all glo- 
rious.” In xlix., 8, the familiar text, ‘The re- 
demption of their soul is precious, and it 
ceaseth forever,” is changed to read 

“For the redemption of their soul is costis. 
And must be Jet alone forever,”

Some help is 
given to the strongminded in the change of 
yerse 1l, “The Lord gave the word: great was 
the company of those that published it.” Which 
is thus given: 

“ The Lord giveth the word; 
The women that publish the tidings are a great host.” 


A correction of verse 19 makes it read, ‘* Blessed 
be the Lord who daily beareth our burden.” 

In }xxi., 16, **f will go in the strength of the 
Lerd God,” is made, “I will come with the 
mighty acts of the Lord Jehovah.” 

In Ixxii., 15. ‘*And he shall live’? becomes 
“And they shall live,” meaning not the King 
in whose honor the psalm is composed, but 
those whose blood is precious in his sight, In 
verse 16 it is not “‘a handful of corn,” but 
“abundance of corn,” whose fruit is to shake like 
Lebanon. In lxxiv., which describes the ruin 
wrought by foes, the irrelevant statement “a 
man was famous according as he hfted up axes 
upon the thick trees’ 1s rendered thus: 

“ They seemed as men that lifted up 
Axes upon a thicket of trees.” 

In Ixxvi., 10, “the remainder of wrath shalt 
thou restrain,"* becomes 

“The residue of wrath shall thou gird upon thee.” 

* Angels’ food,” in Ixxviii.. 25, is made, as the 
Hebrew requires, “the bread of the mighty.” 
In ixxxi., 6, the obscure “his hands were Geliv- 
ered trom the pots,” becomes “his hands were 
freed trom. the basket,’ [in which bricks and 
mortar in Egypt were enbigg | “In Ixxxiv., 4, 
the unmeaning statement, ** Blessed is the man 
in whose heart are the ways of them,” is clari- 
fied thus: 

“In whose neart are the highways to Zion,” 


And inthe next verse, * the rain also filleth the 
pools,” is made to read, 
** Yea, the early rain covereth it with blessings.” 

In Ixxxvii., 4, ““I will make mention of Rahat 
and Babylon to them that know me,” the latter 
part is changed to “as among them that know 
me,” thus predicting their conversion. The last 
verse, ** As well the singers as the players on in- 
struments shall be there; all my springs are in 
thee,”’ becomes 

“They that sing as well as they that dance shall say 

All my fountains are in thee. 

In xe., 11, ** Who knoweta the power of thine 
anger? even according to,” &c., is thus made 
clear: 

“Who knoweth the power of thine anger, 

And wey, wrath according to the fear that is due unto 

thee? 

Xcix., 9,‘** Thou forgravest them though thou 
tookest vongeance of their inventions."’ The last 
word is properly changed to “doings.” Inc., 3., 
“itishe that hath made us, and not we our- 
selves,” the latter clause is, according to another 
and better reading of the Hebrew text, made, 
“and we are his; cx..3, ‘*Thy people sbail be 
willing in the day of thy power,’”’ becomes “*‘ thy 
people shall offer themselves willingly in the 
day,” &c., which is what the Hebrew unques- 
tionably means. 

Cxii., 5: “A good man sheweth favor and 
lendeth” is made ** Well is it with the man that 
dealeth graciously and lendeth.” 

Cxix., 118: * { hate vain thoughts” is made “ I 
hate them that are of a double mind.” 

Verse 160: ** Thy word 1s true from the be- 
ginning” becomes “The sum of thy words is 
truth." 

Verse 165, which says of them that love the 
divine law ‘‘ nothing shall offend them,” be- 
comes, ** They shall have none occasion of stum- 
bling.” 

PROVERBS. 


Iy., 18: “*The path of the just is as the shining 
light that shineth more and more unto the per- 
fect day.” The British revisers retain this as it 
stands in the authorized version, but the Amer- 
icans bring out the beauty and vividness of the 
figure more fully by reading “the dawning 
light,’ which is equally faithful to the originai 
and much more suggestive. 

In xiii, 15, is the very familiar utterance: 
“The way ot transgressors is hard.’’ The revis- 
ion alters this to read: ** The way of the treach- 
erous is rugged,” which gives to the words of 
the original the sense that naturally belongs 
to them, and which is given to them 
elsewhere in the book. In xvi.,1, it is said: 
“The preparations of the heart in man and 
the answer of the tongue isjfrom the Lord.” The 
true sense of this important and remarkable 
statement is given in the revision: 

“ The preparations of the heart belong to man, 

But the answer of the tongue is from the Lord.” 
It isa Scriptural form of the proverb common 
in many languages: ** Man proposes, but God 
disposes."» {in xxv., 2, we read: * A word fitly 
spoken is like apples of gold in pictures of silver.” 
The revision changes the last phrase into ‘baskets 
of silver,’’ for which, however, the American 
appendix puts * network.” The meaning is that 
the golden fruit gleams through the meshes of 
the network. 
ECCLESIASTES. 


The familiar utterance, (i., 14,) ‘* All is vanity 
and vexation of spirit,” is, in accordance with 
the general opinion of critics, made “‘All is 
vanity and a striving after wind.” 


SONG OF SOLOMON. 


As a specimen of the many improvements in 
the rendering of this exquisice idyl may be 
mentioned that of viii., 6, where the common 
version says .of love, ‘The coals thereof are 
coals of fire which hath a most vehement flame,” 
but the revision puts it: 

* The flashes thereof are flashes of fire, 
A very flame of Jehovah.” 
ISAIAH. 


In chapter ix, is the statement introducing the 
notable messianic prediction, ‘** Unto us a child 
is born,” &c. In this introduction is a verso (5) 
which is so miserably transiated throughout 
that it not only confuses the sense of a brilliant 
passage, but is pronounced unintelligible even 
by Mr. Matthew Arnold, who defends it. “ For 
every battle of the warrior is with confused 
noise and garments rolled in blood: but this 
shall be with burning and fuelof fire.” Asit 
there was a contrast between two kinds of bat- 
tle. The revision reads, *‘ For all the armor of 
the armed man in the tumult and the garments 
rolled in blood shall even be for burning, for 
fuel of fire.” That is, as a preparation for the 
Prince of Peace whose birth is announced in the 
next verse, or as a result of his appearance, so 
effectually will war be suppressed that even its 
means and weapons shall be made fuel for the 
fire. 

In xxiv., 15, we read, “ Glorify the Lord in the 
fires,’’ which is usually referred to the furnace 
of tribulation, but the true rendering, ‘* Glorify 
the Lord in the East,” strips it of this reference 
and shows that the command hasa local bearing. 
In xxvii., 8, ** He stayeth his rough wind in the 
day of his east wind,” is altered so as to read, * He 
hath removed her with his rougn blast,’? which 
converts what has often been quoted as a prom- 
ise into the statement of a judgment. In xxx., 7, 
occurs the well-known saying, “ Your strength 
is to sit still,” an assertion often veritied in the 
experience of God’s people, but not what is 
meant here, where the words are simply a dec- 
laration of the impotence of Egypt as a heiper 
ot Israel. ‘** Therefore have 1 called her Rahab 
(or Arrogance) that sitteth still.” In xli., 2, in- 
stead of ‘““who raised up the righteous man,” 
&c., the revision reads, ** who hath raised up one 
from the East whom he caileth in righteousness 
to his toot,” thus justly trausferring the right- 
eousness from Cyrus (the one here intended) to 
Him who called him. There is no evidence that 
Cyrus was righteousin the Scripture sense of 
that word. — 

In1., ll, it is said: ‘* Behold all ye that kindlea 
fire, that compass yourselves about with sparks, 
walk in the light of your fireandin the sparks 
that ye have kindled.’”’ ‘The changes in the 
revision make Clearer the obvious sense of the 
passage that the fire which God's foes prepare 
for his servants shall ba the cause and means of 
their own destruction, thus: ‘* Behold all ye 
that kindle a fire, that gird yourselves about 
with firebrands: get you into the flame of your 
fire and among the brands ye have kindled.” 

Tha precious fifty-third chapter has been 
greatly helped by the revision. It makes the 
pericope begin with lij., 13, which is certainly 
right, and it puts allthe tenses (verse 2)in the 
past or present so as to make the whole a coher- 
ent and impressive description. The difficult 
eighth verse, ‘*He was taken from prison 
and from judgment; and who shall de- 
clare his generation?’ is relieved’ by 
the rendering, “ By oppression and !judg- 
ment he was taken away; and as 
for his generation, who among them considered 
that he was cut off out of the land of the living?” 
The American 8 Age suggests an addition 
tothe margin, which would further improve 
the rendering by carrying forward the question 
thus, ** Who considered that he was cut off out 
of the land of the living for the transgression of 
my people to whom the stroke was duc?’ The 
appendix also clarifies the eleventh verse, * By 
his knowledge shall my righteous servant justi- 
fy many,” by substituting for the first three 
words, ** By the knowledge of himself,” shail, 
&ec. In lix., 19, a favorite encouragement dis- 
appears. The common version reads, ** When the 
enemy shall come in like a fleod, the Spirit 
of the Lord shall lift up a _ standard 
against him.” Modern criticism requires us to 
render, **for he shail come asa rushing stream 
which the breath of the Lord driveth.” In 
lxii., 6. a striking utterance is made even more 
impressive, lor “ye that make mention of the 
Lord, keep not silence, and give him no rest till 
he make Jerusalem a praise in the earth,’ the 
revision reads, ** Ye that are the Lord’s remem- 
brancers, take ye no rest, and give him no rest, 
till ne make,” &c. The intensely dramatic pas- 
sage at the opening of the sixty-third chapter is 
altered so as to bring out its full force as a most 
vivid representation of Jebovah as a blood. 
stained warrior on his return from a giorious 
vietory. Parallel columns will show how the 
confusion of teuses in the common version ig 
rectified.

Inthe last verse of the chapter, “‘We are 
thine; thou never barest rule over them," Xc., 
the common version reverses the sense of the 
original and destroys the connection. Hence

the revision reads: ‘We are beoome as they 
over whom thou never barest ruje; as they that 
were not valled by thy name.” Soin Ixiv., 5, is 
a still worse case: " old thou art wroth; for 
we have sinned: in those is continuance, and we 
shall be saved.” For this incoherent medley the 
revision puts: ** Behold, thou was wroth and we 
sinned; in ‘them have we been of long time, and 
shall we be saved,” which at least is sense. In 
Ixv., 2,isa passage wholly;unintelligible: ‘* Ye 
that preparea table for that troop, and that 
furnish the drink offering unto that number.” 
What do troop and number mean here? The 
revision puts,it: ‘**‘Yethat prepare atable for 
Fortune,and that fill up mingled wine unto 
Destiny,” which shows that the reference is to 
the worshipers of idol deities. 


JEREMIAH, 


In xvii., 9, we read: **The heart is deceitful 
above all things and desperately wicked.” The 
revision changes the last phrase to ** desperately 
sick.’’ The sickness, of course, is a morai one, 
but still the metaphor of the original ought to 
be preserved. In x., 14, °° Every man is brutish 
by his knowledge,” the strangeness of the asser- 
tion is modified by a stricter rendering: ‘* Every 
man is become brutish, and is without know!- 
edge.” Ina previous verse (8) the familiar saying, 
“The stock isa doctrine of vanities,” is altered 
to the clearer statement, *“*‘ The instruction of 
idols is but a stock,” 7. ¢., What can mere wood 
teach? In verse 21 and six other places “* pas- 
tors” is changed bythe revision into “ shep- 
herds,” because the former word might be un- 
derstood of a spiritual teacher, as now, to which 
there is no reference here at all. Inthe account 
of Jeremiah’s purchase of land (xxxii., 10) he 
says: “* I] subscribed the evidence,” which is very 
blind. The revision puts it, “I subscribed the 
deed,” which is clear enough. In xxxix., 2, the 
awkward and dubious statement, “ The city was 
broken up,” is made to read, ‘“*A breach was 
made in the city.” 

EZEKIEL. 


In iil., 21, ‘* He shall surely live because he is 
warned” aoes not express the sense, for the 
man who dies was also warned. ‘lhe revision 
therefore corrects by rendering, ‘ because he 
took warning, | as is done by the anthorized in 
xxxiii., 5. ‘he strange utterance about the 
wheels of the cherubic vision, x., 13, ‘‘It was 
cried unto them in my hearing, O wheel,” is 
exchanged for the clearer statement, ** They 
were called in my hearing the whirling wheels.” 
In xi., 16, the promise that God wilt be to his 
people ‘‘a little sanctuary” in their exile is 
changed to the assurance that he will become 
‘“*a sanctuary for a little while.” In xviii., 24. 
the Hebraism, ** All his righteousness that he 
hath done shall not be mentioned” is resolved by 
the revision into its true sense: ** None of his 
righteous deeds that he hath done shall be re- 
membered.”’ In xxi., 15, the obscure statement 
respecting the sword, “It is made bright; it is 
wrapped up for the slaughter,” is changed to 
“It is made as lightning: it is pointed for 
slaughter.”’ In the graphic description of the 
vision of the valley of dry bones, (xxxvii.,) ‘“‘a 
shaking” in verse 7 is changed to “an earth- 
quake," and the dark saying in verse 11, ‘‘ We 
are cut off for our parts,” is turned into * We 
are clean cut off,” which is doubtless the true 
sense. In xliv., 23, ‘the holy and the profane” 
issupplanted by “‘the holy and the common,” 
and justly, since the latter term denotes merely 
what is not consecrated. 


DANIEL. 


In iil,, 25, itis said that Nebuchadnezzar said, 
of the form of the fourth person he saw in the 
furnace that it was “ like the Son of God,” This 
is properly corrected to reai, * like a son of the 
gods,”’ for this is all that the heathen monarch 
could have meant. In vii., 9, “*chethrones were 
cast down,’ a text often used for sermons on 
civil and political revolutions, is changed to 
“the thrones were placed,”’ as the connection 
requires. In viii., 13, as elsewhere, *‘a saint” is 
changed to “a holy one,’”? because the former 
word is usually understood ot human beings, 
while here it may have been an angel that the 
prophet heard, and the latter term comprehends 
both classes. In the very familiar and oft- 
quoted passage in the latter part of chapter ix., 
* Messiah, the Prince,” is changed to “ the 
anointed one, the prince,” thus assimilating this 
place to all the others in the Oid Testament 
where the word occurs. A still more marked 
change is seen in verse 26, where, instead of 
**shall the Messiah be cut off, but not for him- 
self,’ the revision reads, ‘shall the anointed 
one be cut off, and shall have nothing,” thus ex- 
tinguishing the testimony which this passage 
was long supposed to furnish for our Lord's 
atoning sacrifice. The general opinion of schol- 
urs sustains the revisers’ rendering. 


HOSEA. 


In iv., 16, ** For Israel slideth back like a back- 
sliding heifer,’’ the revision reads: -** For Israel 
hath behaved himself stubbornly like a stubborn 
heifer."’ In verse 18 the mysterious statement 
“her rulers with shame do love, give ye" is 
made perspicuous by the change ‘“‘her rulers 
dearly love shame,” i. ¢., what is shameful. 
The fine passage in vi., 3, **lhen shall we know 
if we follow on to know the Lord,” &c., is brought 
out in its full force and beauty, thus: ** Let us 
know, let us follow on to know the Lord; His 
going forth is sure as the morning; and He shall 
come unto usas the rain, as the latter rain that 
watereth the earth.”* In the seventh verse is a 
change which has a doctrinal bearing. Instead 
ot * they, like men, have transgressed the cove- 
nant,” the revision puts it, ‘they, like Adam, 
have transgressed,”’ &c., a version that favors 
what is called the federal theology. In viii., 12, 
is a vexed pomeee on account of various read- 
ings. “I have written unto him the great 
things of my law, but they were counted asa 
strange thing.’ The revision reads: ** Though 
Iwrite for him my law in ten thousand pre- 
cepts, they are counted,” &c. In x., 1, ‘* Ephra- 
im is.an empty yine, he bringeth forth fruit 
unto himself,” this sentiment, just enough in 
itself, is exchanged by the revision for ** Israel 
is a luxuriant vine, which putteth forth his 
fruit,” which is what the Hebrew means. In 
xili., 9,isa very familiar and weighty passage, 
the lossof which many will regret, ** Israel 
thou hast destroyed thyself, but in me is thine 
help.” But truth requires the version of the 
revisers, “Itis thy destruction, O Israel, that thou 
art aeainst me, against thy help.” In xiy., 2, the 
request, ** Take away all iniquity and receive us 
graciously: so will we render the calves of our 
lips,’* becomes ** Take away all iniquity, and ac- 
cept that which is good: so wilt we render as 
bullocks the offering of our lips.”’ 


JOEL. 


Anincongruity in the description of the lo- 
custs, ii., 8, is removed by changing ** when they 
fall upon the sword they shall not be woundea” 
into “they burst through the weapous and 
break not off their course.” The brilliant pro- 
phecy in ii., 28, 82, quoted by Peter on the day of 
Pentecost, is unchanged, save in the closing sen- 
tence, ‘there shall be deliverance, as the Lord 
hath said, andin the remnant whom the Lord 
shall call,” which runs thus: ‘**There shall be 
those that escape, as the Lord hath said, and 
enogs the remnant those whom the Lord doth 
call.’ 

AMOS. 


The sense of ij., 15, ** I am pressed under you as 
a cart is pressed that is full of sheaves,” is exact- 
ly reversed, **I will press you in your place. as a 
cart presseth,” &c. in v.,9, the obscure and ir- 
relevant mention of God as one **that strength- 
eneth$the spoiled against the strong, so that the 
spoiled sball come against the fortress,” is made 
“that bringeth sudden destruction upon the 
strong, so that destruction cometh upon the 
fortress.’ The vague reference to Israel’s idol- 
atry in the wilderness, v., 26, ‘* But ye have borne 
the tabernacle of your Moloch and Chiun your 
images,”’ is made clearer thus: ** Yea, ye have 
borne Siccuth your King and Chiun your 
images.” In ix., 6, “It is He that buildeth 
His stories in the heaven, and hath founded His 
troop in the earth,” is made *“*He that buildeth 
His chambers in the heavengand hath founded 
His vault upon the earth." 


JONAH, 


The Hebraism in i., 11, *‘ The sea wrought. and 
was tempestuous,” is put into English idiom by 
the phrase, “grew more and more tempest- 
uous,” 

MICAH. 


The obscure verse, ii., 13, ** The breaker iscome 
up before them; they have broeksn up and have 
passed through the gate and are gone out by it; 
and their King shall pass before them and the 
Lord on the head of them,” is helped thus: ** The 
breaker is gone up before them; they have 
broken faith and passed on to the gate, and are 
gone out thereat: and their King is passed on 
betore them, and the Lord at the head of them,” 
In iv., 8, ** Unto thee shall it come, even the first 
dominion: the kingdom shall come to the daugh- 
ter of Jerusalem,” becomes ** Unto thee shall it 
come; yea, the former dominion shall come, the 
kingdom of the daughter of Jerusalem.” The 
Striking passage, vi., 6-8,is left unchanged. In 
vii., 3, “That they may do evil with both hands 
earnestly, the Prince asketh, and the Judge ask- 
eth for a reward; and the great man he uttereth 
his mischievous desire: so they wrap it up,” is 
made plainer thus: “Their hands are upon that 
which isjevil to do it diligently; the Prince ask- 
eth, and the Judge is ready tor a reward; and 
the great man he uttereth the mischief of his 
soul: thus they weave it together,” 


NAHUM, 


The assurance in i., 12, ** Though they be quict 
and likewise many, yet thus shail they be cut 
down when He shall pagssithrouch,” is made 
stronger: ‘“*Though they be in full strength, 
and likewise many, even s0 shall they be cut 
down, and He shall passaway.” The first clause 
of in, 2, is reversed. For “tor the Lord hath 
turned away the excellency of Jacob,” the re- 
vision reads, “For the Lord bringeth again the 
excellency,” &c,, which ig what the Hebrew and 
the connection require. In iii.,8, ‘“* populous 
No” is made **No-Amon,” (the ancient Thebes.) 


HABAKKUK, 


In i., 11, ** Then shall his mind change, and he 
shall pass over and offend, imputing this his 
power unto his god,” becomes a better descrip- 
tion of the foe's course when read: “Then shall 
he sweep by as the wind,and shail pass over 
and become guilty; even he whose might ig 
his god.” The six following verses by slight 
changes make the course of the thought very 
clear as a remonstrance against God's ap- 
parent allowance of Nebuchadnezzar’s rapacity 
and impiety. In ii.,3, “Though it tarry, wait 
for it: because it will surely come, it will not 
tarry,’ there seems a contradiction which the 
revision removes by rendering the last word 
delay, i.e., finally. It may linger, but not so 
long as to defeat its purpose, In ii.,6, * That 
ladeth himself with thick clay’’ is made intelligi- 
ble by changing "thick clay” into * pledges,” 
(a mass of usurious gains.) In ii.:15, ** Woeto him 
that giyeth his neighbor drink, that puttest thy 
bottle to him,” the revision reads in the second 
clause, “ That addest thy venom thereto,”’ thus 
showing that there is no reference to friendly 
drinking usages. The aublime ode Ie obap, fh. ig 
relieyed of man obscurities. The absurd utter- 
ance, verse 4, °° He had horns coming out of his 
band,’ is made, * He had rays coming forth from 
his hand,” which is beyond question tho true 
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meaning. In verse 9, ** Thy bow was made quite 
naked, according to the oaths of the tribes, even 
thy word,” the latter part is made luminous by 
rendering “The oaths to the tribes were a sure 
word. 

Verse 15, ** Thou didst walk through the sea 
with thino horses, through the heap of great 
waters,’’ has its true majesty brought out by 
rendering 

“ Thou didst tread the sea with thine horees, 
‘he heap of mighty waters,” 
HAGGATI. 

The well-known promise in ii., 7, **The de- 
sire of all nations shall come’”’—so long con- 
sidered to mean Messiah asthe unconscious hope 
of the heathen—is changed to read, * The desir- 
able things of all nations, [i.e., their treasures, 
as the next verse shows,] shall come. This is 
what the original means, and the gathering of 
the gold and silver points to Messianic times. 

ZECHARIAH. 

In the Messianic prediction, ix., 10, ‘* Riding 
upon an ass and upona colt the foal of an ass.”’ 
The incongruity of one persom mounted upon 
two animais is removed by reading ** Upon an 
ass,even upon a colt,” &e. In xi, 6," AndT 
will feed the flock of siaughter, even you, O 
poor of the flock,” is made, according to the 
Hebrew and the connection, ** So I ted the flock 
of slaughter, verily the poor of the flock.’? Other 
changes in the chapter lessep, without doing 
away, its obscurity, In xiv., 5, ‘* Ye shall flee to 
the valley of the mountains,” the change “ Shall 
fiee by the valley of my mountains” shows the 
connection with the preceding verse, 

MALACIII. 


I., 10, ** Who among you would shut the doors 
for naught?” This meaningless question gives 
way to the exclamation, * Oh, that there were 
one among you that would shut the doors, that 
ye might not kindle fire on mine altar in vain!” 
Better no sacrifice at all than one corruptly 
offered. In iii., 17, a familiar verse says, ** They 
shall be mine in that day that I make up my 
jewels.” ‘The revision omits all reference toa 
chaplet of gems, and says: “ They shall be mine, 
in the day that I do make, even a peculiar treas- 
ure,”’ 

THE AMERICAN APPENDIX. 

It is generally understood that this list by no 
means includes all the points in which the schol- 
ars of this country differed from their British 
brethren, but only those which they considered 
of sufficient importance to be distinctly speci- 
fied. The two most striking general features of 
the Appendix are its suggestions in regard to 
Jehovah and Shéol. The proposal is to insert 
these words wherever the Hebrew which they 
transliterate occurs in the original. But the 
former word occurs so often that to adopt it 
uniformly would make the Bible seem a differ- 
ent book. Yet noonecan deny that there is a 
wealth of meaning in the name Jehovah 
which Lord does not even begin .to rep- 
resent. It may safely be predicted that 
one day or other this change will be made. 
The other term, Shéol, (the place of departed 
spirits, good or evil,) of course, repels by its 
strangeness, but one resultof itsinsertion uni- 
formly would be to expel hell from the Old 
Testament. And this would certainly be a gain, 
if,as many orthodox scholars believe, there is 
no precise and direct reference in the Hebrew 
Scriptures to a particular place as the region of 
final and endless punishment. The full state- 
ment of that fact was left tor the kindest and 
best of teachers, for Him of whom it was said, 
** Never man spake like this man.”’ 

It is perhaps worth while to cite one speci- 
men of the separate, detailed suggestions of the 
American Committee. In Genesis, xlix., 3, 4, 
the British revisers retain the text of the com- 
mon version unaltered in respect to the words 
of the patriarch concerning Reuben. Jacob 
calls him the excellency of dignity and of power, 
but unstable as water he shall not have the ex- 
cellency. The Appendix would put it thus: 
** Reuben, thou art my first born,” &c. 

“The pre-eminence of dignity and the pre-eminence 
of power. 

Boiling over as water, thou shalt not have the pre- 

eminence.” ° 

That is, Reuben as first born was superior to 
all his brethren, but through his impuisive, pas- 
sionate temperament well expressed by the 
term * boiling over’ he forfeited his birthright 
and lost his pre-eminence. An impartial judge 
would hardly hesitate long in choosing between 
the two versions of this passage.

CHICAGO, May 20.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were again rather slow to-day, and the cereals 
were weak. The fact of fine weather gave more en- 
couragement to the bears, ard they improved the op- 
portunity, though they were not unreserved sellers. 
The general tone in Grain was nervousand uncertain, 
while Hog products exhibited: steadiness. Provisions 
were quiet andrather firm. They were quite strong 
early, with some buying of Pork by Cudahy, the reason 
being smaller receipts of Hogs and an idea that the 
magnitude of the movement for this Summer has been 
overestimated, while there was a slight improvement 
in the shipping demand for meats, sweet-pickled Hams 
being wanted by several parties, It is probable that 
the better inquiry was in large part.due to the asking 
of very low freight rates by carriers. ‘he business in 

‘futures was, however, quite dull, being mostly in 
changes, except the Pork buying above noted. Pork 
sold 5c. higher, at $11 25 for July, and 
closed at that figure asked, with June ut 
10ce. discount and August at 12k¢e. premium. Lard 
sold 2kgc. higher, at $6 774g for July, and closed at 
26 85 asked, with June at T¢c. discount and August at 
Dec. premium.

Buyers held off, see- 
ing the weakness in Wheat, and the market may be 
uoted easier, though no cnange in prices was noted. 

Wheat was heavy and 
most of the time dull, Liverpool was called la, # 
cental lower, and New-York was weak, promi- 
nent men there sending us word that nothing could 
be done with Chicago Wheat for export within 5c.

If the very important bill changing the 
management of the Brooklyn bridge and 
providing for the completion of the New- 
York entrance is to fail on account of the 
imperfections pointed out in our Albany 
dispatches it will be due to the gross 
negligence and disgraceful slovenliness of 
the Assembly Committee on Cities. The 
committee had the bill in its possession 
two days after it had decided to report it 
without the fifth section, and yet it 
simply slashed out that section without 
modifying the references to its provisions 
in other parts of the bill. This comes of 
sending such incompetent persons as 
Gen. Barnum to the Legislature, placing 
them at the head of important commit- 
tees, and permitting them to employ such 
worthless political rubbish as W. J. Trim- 
BLE as clerks. The Cities Committee of 
the Assembly was in its composition and 
its conduct the most contemptible append- 
age of that utterly disgraceful body of 
representatives. 








So much of the public’s interest in the 
revised version of the Old Testament as 
sprang from mere curiosity to learn the 
nature and extent of the changes made 
in the authorized version has been already 
satisfied in part by the publication 
of specimens of the revisers’ work 
covering the more important altera- 
tions, and in a still greater degree 
allayed by the announcement that the 
changes are surprisingly few. The pub- 
lication of the text this morning, therefore, 
will pass almost unnoticed save by those 
whose duty or inclination may lead 
them to make a thorough study of the 
revision. We give our readers a care- 
fully prepared review of the new 
text, in which the most noteworthy 
amendments made by the revisers are 
set forth. The majority of these, as will 
be seen, are mere corrections of the blun- 
ders of the earlier translators. The Old 
Testament remains substantially the same 
in the new guise, but many passages are 
made intelligible which in the authorized 
version are meaningless nonsense. It now 
remains to be demonstrated whether ac- 
curacy and intelligibility are virtues of 
sufficient moment to commend the revised 
text to the favor and immediate use of 
preachers of the Gospel in the various de- 
nominations. 








Though Mr. FRELINGHUYSEN had not 
attained a great age, his career was com- 
pleted and rounded by the fulfillment of 
his term in the Secretaryship of State. 
Until he was chosen for that place by Pres- 
ident ARTHUR his public service had not 
made him eminently conspicuous, though 
it had made him _ considerable in 
national politics. His service in the 
Senate had been that of a diligent, useful, 
and unobtrusive member, and had not 
been calculated to excite either enthusi- 
asm or active antagonism; for the opposi- 
tion by Senators SUMNER and WILSON to 
his confirmation as Minister to England 
was instigated by hostility not to him, but 
to President GRANT, and by attachment 
to Mr. MotLey as the representative of 
Massachusetts. In the Secretaryship of 
State Mr. FRELINGHUYSEN’S qualities 
would not have been very noticeable under 
ordinary circumstances. They were no- 
ticeable because it was his fortune to suc- 
ceed a Secretary ‘who had managed his 
office with a view to ‘‘ making a record” 
on which to run for the Presidency. Mr. 
FRELINGHUYSEN, by simply reverting to 
the traditions of the department and by a 
dignified and respectable administration 
of it, made a sharp contrast with the ag- 
gressive and bumptious administration of 
his predecessor, and in so doing per- 
formed a valuable service to the country. 








It is to be presumed that the Park Com- 
missioners have taken the best profes- 
sional advice in securing plans for a sys- 
tem of sewerage in Central Park. At the 
same time $120,000 seems a great deal of 
money to spend in the sewerage of a park. 
The problem is not at all like that of pro- 
viding sewers for a residential quarter, 
and it seems as if some more economical 
method could be devised than will answer 
this latter purpose. Apparently the plans 
and estimates do not include the sanitary 
work most necessary to be done, that of 
draining the lower pond, for this has been 
referred to a single Commissioner fora 
preliminary investigation. 


MORE PERFECT REPRESENTATI ON, 

The committee appointed at the last 
Republican State Convention to prepare a 
new plan of representation for future 
conventions met at the Fifth-Avenue 


Hotel yesterday to consider the plan 


proposed by Senator MiLteR. The main 
features of this are: A much larger 
representation in conventions; fair notice 
of the time of holding primaries, which 


‘would be the same throughout the State, 
and the choice of delegates at the pri- 


maries in all cases, thus doing away 
with the intervention of Assembly dis- 
trict conventions. Under . the plan 
which has been pursued for sev- 
eral years one delegate has _ been 


assigned to each Assembly district and an 
additional delegate for every 1,500 Repub- 





tion or fraction thereof exceeding 750, and 
it has been the practice to choose these at 
Assembly district conventions. The num- 
ber of delegates chosen to the convention 
of 1884 under this plan was 497, and this 
year the number would be 506. Mr. Miz- 
LER proposes to make the town or ward 
the unit for representation and to allow 
one delegate to each, with an additional 
one for every 500 Republican votes or frac- 
tion thereof exceeding 250. This would 
give aconvention of about 1,500 members, 

There are distinct advantages in the 
larger conventions proposed, and the only 
objection that has been urged against 
that feature of the plan is that in small 
rural towns it may be difficult to find a 
sufficient number of the right kind of men 
who will be willing to give the time and 
incur the expense necessary to attend a 
State convention. We doubt if this ob- 





jection is entitled to much weight, and it. 


The Hers- 
certainly is not serious enough to offset 
the advantage of a fuller representa- 
tion of the voters. A large conven- 
tion can- be easily enough managed 
so far as its work is concerned, but 
it cannot be easily manipulated in the 
interest of factions or combinations of 
politicians, It will more fully represent the 
wishes of the various constituencies and 
be more likely to give them fair expres- 
sion. But the greatest gain will be found 
in doing away with Assembly district con- 
ventions, Itis in these that the active 
managers put in their work to secure 
delegates who will do their bidding. They 
cannot so readily accomplish their pur- 
pose at fully attended primaries. Under 
the present system they do their best to 
control the primaries, and then have a 
setond and better chance in the local con- 
ventions. 

The thing to be desired is to secure as 
completely as possible an actual repre- 
sentation of the voters of the party, and 
they should directly choose the delegates 
to the State Convention. The holding of 
primaries on the same day throughout 
the State, and the provision for having a 
notice of at least twenty days given by 
the State committee in the call for the 
convention, will do away to a large ex- 
tent with the possibility of snap caucuses 
and further interfere with efforts to con- 
trol conventions through a combination 
of political leaders. 

A serious objection to Mr. MILLER’s 
plan of town and ward representation was 
raised on account of the smallness of so 
many towns. There are 44 towns in the 
State in which less than 100 Republican 
votes were cast last Fall, one of these hav- 
ing only 13 and another only 25. Of 
course the number is much larger in 
which the vote was less than 250, and yet 
one of these towns would have the 
same representation as a town or ward 
casting 700 Republican votes. To cor- 
rect this inequality the committee re- 
quested its Chairman, Senator MILLER, 
to modify his plan so that two or more 
towns or wards having less than 500 
Republican votes may unite in sending 
one delegate. Where such towns or 
wards are not contiguous so as to make 
such a union practicable, it might be well 
simply to have the representation of the 
one small town massed with that of its 
most convenient neighbor, the two being 
treated as a single constituency. 

The committee did not yesterday defi- 
nitely settle upon its plan of representa- 
tion and it will be applied only in part 
this year. The recommendation to the 
State Central Committee involves an en- 
largement of the representation to. one 
delegate for every 500 Republican votes 
or fraction thereof .exceeding 250, but 
leaves the selection to be made by Assem- 
bly districts in the manner that has here- 
tofore prevailed. The committee also rec- 
ommended that all primaries be this year 
held on the same day and that the day be 
fixed by the State Committee, notice of 
not less than 20 days being given. This 
will give a convention of about 1,100 
members. It is the purpose of the com- 
mittee having the subject in hand to per- 
fect its plan in time to submit it to the 
consideration of the State Committee at its 
meeting next month, but it is likely to be 
referred to the convention for approval be- 
fore being definitely adopted. This at least 
seems to be implied in the first resolution 
adopted yesterday, which contains the 
recommendation in regard to the call for 
this year’s convention. There is no doubt 
that Mr. MILLEr’s plan in its purpose and 
main features is in the direction of a more 
perfect and satisfactory representation of 
party sentiment. 








A SILLY SCHEME. 
Gen. LOGAN may well wish to be saved 
from his friends. He has no sooner suc- 
ceeded in winning his re-election to the 
Senate, after a long contest, conducted 
with great skill and energy, than some 
superserviceable advocates start out to 
lay downa programme for him which he 
as an experienced politician will regard 
as ridiculous, and as an experienced Sena- 
tor will look upon with contempt.

If we turn to Senator LoGAn’s own words 
in acknowledging his re-election we find 
no warrant for any such prediction as is 
implied in this remarkable statement. He 


declared that he would not ‘‘ go to Wash- 
ington witha * * * feeling of antag- 


onism to any party or to the present Ad- 
ministration.” He will undoubtedly, in 
his office as a Senator of the United 
States, pass upon the nominations of the 
President with due regard to the constitu- 


tional rights and obligations of both the 


Executive and the Senate, and to the 
traditions of party rule which have long 
obtained, and hy which he has himself 
profited. Those traditions require that 
the discretion of the President in the 
selection of officers of the civil service 
shall be . respected, except where he 
shall nominate to the Senate a person 
known to be unfit for the service on some 
other grounds than mere political affilia- 
tions. This requirement is in harmony 
with common sense, for it is obvious that 
if the party which the President repre- 
sents is to be held responsible for his ex- 
ercise of the appointing power he must 
be allowed to exercise it with all reason- 
able freedom. If his nominations are to 
be rejected because the nominees are 
Democrats who were in sympathy 
with the rebellion, or because they 
are to replace Republicans who were loyal 
to the Union, then it is plain that the re- 
sponsibility for the condition of the civil 





President, nor the Republican Party, to 
which the majority of the Senate belong, 
will be wholly accountable for it. But 
by this divided responsibility the Repub- 
licans would lose more than the Demo- 
crats, because the popular feeling which 
made possible the election of Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND will revolt against hampering his 
Administration on grounds which, if not 
purely partisan, are partly so, and have 
little to do with the fitness of his selections 
for office. : 

It is too late in the day for the Repub- 
licans to set up absolute loyalty to the 
Union in the past as a condition prece- 
dent to holding office. They have estopped 
themselves from that plea by giving 
office over and again to “rebel” soldiers 
and officers. For some four or five years 
the Federal offices in Virginia have been 
farmed out to a ‘‘ Rebel Brigadier” by 
successive Republican Administrations. 
No one knows better than Senator LoGan 
that the objection to ‘‘rebels” has been 
waived when they were Republicans, 
and that it would be folly now to 
revive it because the new _ cases 
“were Democrats. He is the last man in 
the Senate who would be so stupid as to 
open war on the Administration on purely 


a pretense of sensitiveness as to loyalty. 
Doubtless he thinks the rebellion a “ hor- 
rible crime.” There are not many sane 
men in the North who do not agree with 
him. But he knows who were and who 
were not responsible for the crime; he 
knows the conditions on which the Gov- 
ernment, as that of our common coun- 
try, ‘must now be administered; 
he knows that no _ candidate for 
the Presidency will ever again be 
elected on the issues growing out 
of the war; and he knows that if he 
were wild enough to wish to make a fight 
with the President on that ground he 
could not carry the majority with him. 
As a brave and faithful soldier of the 
Union he has too much sense to plunge 
into the hopeless struggle arranged for 
him by the fiery-hearted civilians whose 
fighting has been solely for the offices and 
for the profits of a safe and peaceful 
patriotism. Whatever Senator LOGAN may 
do in Washington, it is certain that he 
will not pass his time in idle posing as the 
special opponent of Mr. CLEVELAND’S 
nominations and the advocate of every 
office holder the President may wish to 
turn out, 








COLOMBIA AND CANADA, 


The new Administration has acquitted 
itself well in two important international 
‘tasks which it was suddenly called upon 
to perform. Hardly had it come into 
power when the revolution on the isthmus 


manded prompt military measures on its 
part. The Secretary of the Navy, though 
entirely new to his post, had to organize 
an expedition to Panama, requiring not 
only the assembling of the North Atlan- 
tic squadron at Colon and a portion 
of the Pacific squadron on the opposite 
coast, but the gathering, fitting out, or- 
ganizing, and transporting of all the ma- 
rines that could be spared from the Atlan- 
ticand Gulf stations to form a 'landing 
party strong enough to take possession of 
the isthmus. The Secretary of War was 
meanwhile required to guard the Canada 
frontier from violation, it having been 
represented not only that Fenian expedi- 
tions were preparing to go tothe aid of 
Rzx, but that Indians from our reserva- 
tions were disposed to join the red men on 
the other side of the border in ravaging 
the Dominion settlements. 

The work thus called for had to be done 
promptly. Aspinwall had already been 
burned by PRESTAN, and the interoceanic 
travel which our country was under treaty 
obligation to protect had been broken up. 
It also need hardly be said that a naval 
demonstration was not the one in which 
our country was best prepared to 
excel, Nevertheless, the troops and 
ships were assembled at the isthmus, 
the country was occupied and_ gar- 
risoned, travel was restored and made 
safe, and the rebellion brought to a 
close on that line, all being done with so 
remarkable anion of discretion and firm- 
ness that even those whose political cause 
perished through this American interven- 
tion could hardly find fault with the 
manner in which it had been exercised. 
The Colombian Government has just made, 
through its Minister at Washington, a 
formal acknowledgment of its indebted- 
ness toour naval forces, as it well might do. 
The thoroughness with which our in- 
ternational obligations have been dis- 
charged on the Dominion frontier is 
equally beyond question. Secretary EN- 
DICOTT promptly directed the command- 
ing officers of the District of Montana, of 


Forts Assiniboine, Pembina, Buford, and 
Totten, and of Camp Poplar River, to 


prevent illegal communications across the 
border, and to ascertain whether there 
had been any such communications. 
These instructions were carefully carried 


into effect, Several reconnoissances were 


made from Camp Poplar River across 
the trails. leading toward Milk River, 
and from Fort Totten to the Tur- 
tle Mountains. <A _ little . later much 
stronger detachments both of cavalry 


and infantry were dispatched from Fort 


Assiniboine, one scouting as far east of 
the post as Frenchman’s Creek and a sec- 
ond as far west of it as the Sweet Grass 
Hills and twenty miles beyond, while a 
third visited and reconnoitred the Bear 
Paw Mountains, At the same time a 
scouting party proceeded from Fort Shaw 
to the Blackfeet Agency in order to see 
whether the Indians there were quiet. 
Finally the half breed settlements in the 
neighborhood of Fort Maginnis were visit- 
ed by an officer of the First Cavalry, who 
carefully studied the disposition of the 
leading men toward RIEL. 

The result of these scouts was to show 
that probably not a single Indian or half 
breed had crossed the line to aid the in- 
surgents or intended to cross#it. But the 
point to be specially noted is the fidelity 
with which this work was done, some of 
the expeditions being out ten or twelve 
days. All, then, that international duty 
requires has thus far been performed to-

IMPROVED POLICEMEN. 


It has recently been proposed that the 
police should be provided with roller 
skates, to be worn when onduty. The 
advocates of this scheme maintain that a 
policeman could skate over the sidewalk 
much faster than a burglar or cashier 
could run, and could thus easily overtake 
a flying criminal. Also, the skating po- 
liceman who should notice a fight in 
progress a block or two from him could 
arrive on the scene in time to prevent a 
murder and to make an arrest, 

Of course if the policemen were 
mounted on skates they would be treated 
as mounted troops and instructed in , the 
cavalry drill. A charge by a platoon of 
skating policemen would be an imposing 
sight, but it might not strike terror into a 
mob. All the latter would have to do 
would be to throw afew sticks on the 
pavement in front of the advancing 
column in order to enjoy the pleasing 
spectacle of a whole platoon of policemen 
suddenly standing on their heads. The 
gutters would also constitute an insuper- 
able obstacle to rapid movement on 
skates, for no. policeman could cross 
a street without coming to a full halt 
and carefully picking his way over the 
gutters, As to the claim that a skating 
policeman would arrive rapidly at the 
scene of a street fight, it is based upon a 
total misunderstanding of the nature of 
a patrolman’s duties.

annexation of the Isthmus of Panama.” 
We found, it seems, on sending our ma- 
rines to the isthmus “ for the protection 
of American property and, indeed, of civ- 
ilization in general,” that ‘the Colom- 
bian Government was hardly equal to 
the situation.” ‘“‘ A treaty has, therefore, 
been made under which the Gov- 
ernment of Washington and _ the 
Government of Bogota assume a 
joint protectorate of the isthmus, and 
between them are to guarantee the safety 
of transit.” The - Spectator is kind 
enough to approve the transaction, but 
its approval, though always to be highly 
valued, is a little tardy. The treaty 
referred to was entered into on Dec. 12, 
1846. Under it there is no “ joint protect- 
orate,” but there is a guarantee by 
the United States of the ‘‘ perfect 
neutrality of the isthmus with the 
view that the free transit from the 
one to the other sea may not be inter- 
rupted or embarrassed in any future 
time.” This guarantee has been‘enforced 
for 40 years, and it was to continue its en- 
forcement that our marines were sent to 
the isthmus. The “liabilities” which 
the Spectator thinks we may as well ‘‘ as- 
sume openly’ were assumed with all 
reasonable publicity in the last generation, 
but the news seems to have only recently 
reached the office of that usually well-in- 
formed paper. 








HEALTH OF COLLEGE GIRLS. 


INTERESTING SUMMARY OF RESPONSES TO 
A CIRCULAR SENT COLLEGE BRED WOMEN, 
From the Providence Journal. 

The regular quarterly meeting of the 
Association of Collegiate Alumnzw was held at 
Wellesley, Mass., on Saturday afternoon, May 
16. This association is composed of the women 
graduates of different colleges. The members 
of the association assembled in the chapel, where 
Miss Freeman welcomed them in a few pleasant 
words. The paper of the occasion, read by Miss 
Hicks, was of unusualinterest. Some time ago 
the association sent to about 1,400 women gradu- 
ates of different coilegesa circular containing a 


list of questions as to their healthon entering 
college, their health during the course, and their 
health since graduation, Other questions re- 
ferred to their habits, diet, sleep, &c. The object 
was to ascertain so faras possible the actual 
effects of the higher education upon the health 
of women, which has been the subject of so 
much dispute. 

The paper of questions was filled out and re- 
turnea by 705 women. The paperg were sub- 
mitted by the association to Carroil D. Wright, 
of the Massachusetts Bureau of Labor, who set 
his clerks to sift and classify the answers. The 
results are very satisfactory to the advocates of 
the “higher education.” Of the 705 women 
graduates 272 reported their present health as 
“excellent,” 277 as ** good,” 85 as ** indifferent,” 
35 as “*poor,” and 36 failed to report. Thus 78 
per cent. of the women graduates heard from 
are in good health. The health of 20 per cent. of 
the women was below par before they entered 
college. The health of only 17 per cent. was be- 
low par after they graduated. Thus, on the 
whole, health has improved rather than dete- 
riorated during the college course. Those whose 
vhealth have deteriorated suffer chiefly from 
nervous troubies, The Massachusetts Bureau of 
Labor not long ago questioned 1,032 working- 
women employed in shops, factories, &c. Of 
these 76 plus per cent. were in good health when 
questioned, but 92 per cent. bad been in good 
health before they began to work. Their 
troubles, unlike those of the college girls, were 
very rarely nervous, 

The majority of the college graduates are from 
the country, and from the Northern or Western 
States. Contrary to what might have been ex- 
pected, the girls who lived in the country before 
going to college do not make as good a showing, 
in the way of health, as those who lived in the 
city. Of the 705 women, 588 are descended, on 
both sides, from native American parents. The 
average age of the graduates is 28 years. Only 
27 per cent. of those heard from are married, but 
this does not represent the whole number, as 1t 
was more difficult for the association to trace 
the married graduates under tbeir new names. 
Of the married graduates hardly any are di- 
vorced; 113 have children. The health of the 
children of college graduates is generally 
good, and the death rate among them unusu- 
ally low. The speaker said that the average 
number of children to each (married) graduate 
was 2, of whom L.8 were living. This provoked 
agenerallaugh. The average age of entering 
college was 18.34. Of the 705, only 8 reported 
themselves as butterflies without occupation, 
and only 2 expressed the belief that the higher 
education of women was a mistake. 

The figures read on this occasion are from ad- 
vance sheets of the full report to be published 
later, which will be the most important contri- 
bution yet made to the discussion of the higher 
education versus the health of women. Hither- 
to the arguments urged on both sides have been 
mainly theoretical.

WAS HIS WIFE'S BODY 


A FRENCH WORKINGMAN AR- 
RESTED FOR MURDER. 
SUPPOSED TO HAVE STRANGLED HIS WIFE 
—HE PACKS HER BODY IN A BAG AND 

STARTS FOR THE RIVER. 

Officer McCermick, of the Twentieth 
Precinct, stooa about 2:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning opposite No. 525 West Twenty-eighth- 
street talking to Mr. Brown, who lives there. 
Mrs. Brown is dying of consumption, and her 
busband, who was sitting up with her, had sought 
the street to get a breath of freshair. A truck 
wagon stood in front of the house, and Mr. 
Brown and the officer were within its shadow as 
they talked. As they stood there they noticed a 
man walking on the other side of the 
street carrying a bag on his’ shoulder. 
The load was apparently a heavy one, 
and the man stopped in front of No. 516,a gro- 
cery store, and laid the bag on acoal box be- 
Jonging to the store. With the remark, “ That 
fellow has probably got the proceeds of a burg- 
Jary in that bag,’ Officer McCormick crossed 
the street, and said to the man, ** What have you 
got in there?” 

“T’ve got my wife,”’ replied the man. 

The answer staggered McCormick for a mo- 
ment, but recovering himself, he examined the 
bag. It was a three-bushel seamless bag, and 


the mouth was covered with a towel made of 
cotton drill. The towel fell off and disclosed the 
head and feet of a woman. 

“What are you going to do?’ demanded the 
officer. 

“Tam going to throw her in the river,” was 
the cool response. The man did not exhibit the 
slightest feeiinge. He was ordered to carry the 
bag to'the Twentieth Precinct Station, in West 
Thirty-seventh-street, and he picked it up, taking 
a toot in each hand, the body resting on his 
back. In this fashion he carried it to the 
ptation. There he said that his name was Louis 
Francois,age 37, by occupation a marble polisher, 
and that he lived at No. 307 Tenth-avenue. He 
wes iocked up, and an hour later 
Coroner Messemer arrived at the _ station. 
the body was still in the bag, and the Coroner 
required the assistance of two officers to pull it 
out. It had been doubled up and packed in so 
tightly that the bag was stretched to its 
utmost capacity. Around the neck was a 
white and red silk handkerchief tied ina hard 
knot. On the right side of the neck was a biue 
mark, as if this knot had been driven into the 
fiesh. On the Jeft side of the neck were the 
marks of finger nails. The handkerchief looked 
as if a stick had been thrust through it and used 
as a tourniquet until strangulation resulted. 
The body was sent to the Morgue. 

When Coroner Messemer entered the cell oc- 
cupied by Francois the latter was snoring loudly. 
He is about 5 feet 9 inches in heirht, and weighs 
about 140 pounds. He has bright red hairanda 
bristly mustache of the same hue. His eyes 
are sunken and his face thin. He wore a gray 
suit of working clothes and green cloth slippers. 
In answer to questions Francois denied that he 
killed his wife. He found her dead, he affirmed, 
on entering his house. He put the body in the 
bag. he said, without assistance. The report 
that a sensational murder had been committed 
spread quickly through the Twentieth Precinct, 
and at 7:30, when Francois left thestation for the 
Jefferson Market Police Court, in charge of 
Ofticer McCormick, the street was lined with 
people. The appearance of the prisoner was a 
signal forarush. The crowd numbered more 
than 500 persons, and more than half were 
women. The latter were especially bitter in 
their denunciation of the prisoner. Their threat- 
ening attitude had a marked effect on Francois. 
His composure left him, and Sergt. George 
Havens considered it necessary to send an extra 
guard with him until he was placed safely ona 
street car. At the police court he was arraigned 
before Justice Welde. Before reaching the 
court he regained his composure, and during his 
examination he was perfectly at his ease. He 
informed the court that he couldn’t speak Eng- 
Jish intelligibiy and an interpreter was procured. 
Francois forgot himself occasionally and broke 
into English which he speaks with a strong 
accent, but well. He told the following story: 

“JT went to cut dandelion at High Bridge yes- 
terday. On my way back found a dog. [a 
Chinese dog.] I thought I would take it and 
maybe getareward. I got home about 5 P. M. 
Myself and my wife had several pints of beer 
and we quarreled and I accused her of infidelity. 
J went out and slammed the doorafter me. I 
did not strike her then. On Easter Sunday I did 
strike her. I remained out util 7:30 o’clock. 
When I returned 1 found a man named William 
Welch there. He works with me in Fauchere’s 
marble yard. My wife told me the dog ran out 
of the house and was lost. She came out and 
sator my lap. I felt angry because there was 
no supper ready, but we kissed and were good 
friends. 

* After a while she quarreled and got off my 
lap and went to bed again, saying that the dog 
was lostand she was glad of 1t. She told me she 
liked men who bought wine. She safd, ‘I don’t 
like you; I am going to leave you. Yes. lam 
going to live with Leopold Sacanville. He buys 

wine for me.’ I went out afterward with 
Welch, and we went down Twenty-eighth-street, 
opposite a saloon, between Ninth and Tenth 
avenues. Wetalked about 15 minutes. Welch 
went away and [ went home, I did not fina 
my fwife. She must have gone out half 
dressed, with a handkerchief tied around her 
neck; she genera)ly wore one. I found her 
pocketbook, with 16 cents in it, which I took 
and went to a saloon at Twenty-eighth-street 
and Ninth-avenue. I staid there half an hour; 
then I went home, and found my wife lying on 
the floor. 1 thought she had a fit, as she was 
pubject to them. I tried to bring her to. I put 
her on the bed, and then found she was dead. 
I did not know what to do, and thought 1 would 
put her in a bag and throw her in the river. I 
thought that would be the best way to bury her. 
I think she may have hanged herself. I started 
out and met the officer.” 

*““ Why did you return to the house after leay- 
ing it with the body ?” he was asked. 

** T did not,”’ was his reply. 

Officer Deering, of the Twentieth Precinct, 
said that he saw Francois come out of the door- 
way of No. 307 Tenth-avenue, look up and down 
the avenue, and then goin. Officer McCormick 
told the story of his arrest of Francois, and the 
Jatter was held to await the result of Coroner 
Messemer’s autopsy on the body. 

To a reporter of THE Times Francois said: ‘I 
was born in Abbeville, Department de la Somme, 
within 72 miles of Paris, 37 years ago, and came 
to America in January, 1884. I went to Boston 
and worked as a baker at No. 91 Washington- 
street for about two months. I there met Selina 
Tedrot and was married to her in the Boston City 
Hali in March. I did not know at the time that 
she bad a husband living. His name I have since 
ascertained. It is Francois Olivier. She had a son 
by bim who is now 18 years of age. Father and 
son live in Pittsfield, Mass. On March 221 came 
to New-York alone and my wife followed me in 
three days. She came here to lead a bad life and 
J beat her. She told me last night that she either 
wanted to kill me or kill herself.” 

Coroner Messemer heid an autopsy on the 

ody of Mrs. Francois last evening at the 

forgue. it was his opinion that the woman had 
died of strangulation, 

The rooms occupied by Francois and the mur- 
dered woman are three in numberand are on 
the ground floor of a three-storied tenement 
house which stands in the rear of No. 307 Tenth- 
avenue. The rooms are plainly furnished, but 
everything in them was kept in good order. 
There is no evidence of a struggle visible. Mrs. 
Francois was a dress and shirt maker, and ac- 
cording to Mrs. John McBride, who lives on the 
secend floor, was very industrious and spent 
much of her time in the house. Mrs. McBride 
said that{}Fran¢ois was in the habit of beating his 
wife mercilessiy, and about six weeks ago he 
blackened both of her eyes and otherwise injured 
her so badiy that she was compelled to go to bed. 
Two weeks ago he beat heragain. On Tuesday 
night Mrs. Francois said to Mrs. McBride: ** I’m 
atraid of my life on account of losing the dog.” 

Welch, who works at the marble yard of A. L. 
Fanchere & Co., No. 220 West Thirty-second- 
ptreet, said that he had called at Francois’s 
house early in theevening. The latter and his 
wife had been quarreling, but the three drank 
some beer, after which Frangois again quar- 
reled with his wife, and threw some crockery at 
her. She responded by throwing a tin can at 
him. It was a family quarrel, Welch said. He 
and Francois left the house about 10 o’clock, he 
thought. They walked up Twenty-eighth-street 
and stood talking for almost an hour. He 
thought of asking Francois to go home with 
him, as matters were not pleasant at No. 207 
Tenth-avenue, but desisted because Frangois 
seemed to have forgotten all about the quarrel. 

Leopold Saconville, whose name is mentioned 
by Frangois, is employed at Lynch’s jeweiry 
store, on Broadway, near Twenty-second-street. 
His wife livesin England and he came to this 
country from London two yearsago. He sleeps 
over Mrs. Lynch’s store, and is said by the other 
employes to retire every night about 10 o’clock 
and to stick closely to work every day. He sent 
for his four chiidren a short time ago, and is said 
to devote all hisspare time to them and to be 
very fond of them, His wife is addicted to stim- 
ulants and on this account he does not live with 
her. He denied last night that be had ever been 
{n any way intimate with Mrs. Francois.

SHIPWRECKED CREWS RESCUED. 
_ 
YESSELS WRECKED AND INJURED BY COL- 
LISION WITH ICEBERGS. 

QvEBEO, May 20.—Capt. Juul and the 
surviving crew of the Norwegian ship Moen, 
which was wrecked by collision with an iceberg, 
have arrived here. Capt. Juul gives the follow- 
ing particulars: ““ We left Elsinore for Quebec 
inthe beginning of April, the vessel being in 
ballast. All went well until May 1, when, in 
latitude 46° north, longitude 45° west, at 7:30 P. 
M., during thick weather, the vessel came into 
collision with an immense iceberg towering out 


of the wateras high asthe ship’s masts. The ship 
having become firmly jammed in the iceberg, the 
boats were got out. Twelve men were got into 
the first boat, which was speedily carried out of 
the vessel’s reach. As six more of the crew re- 
mained another boat was got out, but she was 
at once smashed and filled. Matters had becun 
to look serious for those or the vessel, when the 
first boat managed to get within hailing dis- 
tance, and a line was thrown to her and she was 
hauled alongside. The remainder of the crew 
succeeded in boarding her, except one, Johann 
Roht, a native of Denmark, who was lost. The 
Captain was lust to leave the vessel and had a 
very narrow escape, being precipitated into the 
water and carried down a cunsiderable distance, 
losing consciousness, The crew, however, 
notwithstanding the darkness, managed to 
rescue him. They had barely got clear 
when the huge iceberg toppled over on the 
doomed vessel, cutting herin two. After being 
in the boat 24 hours without food and barely 
clothed, no time being given them to save any- 
thing, they realized fully their forlorn position. 
The cold, wet weather added to the sufferings of 
the shipwrecked men. Fortunately relief was 
at hand, for shortly afterward they®were ob- 
served by the crew of the Norwegian ship Helga, 
of Tonsberg,. who picked them upand kindly 
cared forthem. The shipwrecked sailors were 
subsequently transferred—some to the hark 
Magdalena and the others to the bark Agatha— 
and a!l arrived here this morning.”’ 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, May 20.—The 
steamer Dracona arrived here to-day from 
Bordeaux. She has been in contact with ice 
and has a large hole in her bow. Her cargo 
is supposed to be uninjured. The steamer pre- 
sented a curious appearance as she docked. 
Her stern from the 16 feet draught mark for 10 
feet or more up is fiattened back about three 
feet on the port and five feet on the starboard, 
while above this the stern is split perpendiculariy 
as though struck by an immense battering-ram. 
Capt. Sangster reports: ‘* We left Charente May 
8 and passed out of the river May 9 We nhad 
fine weather to the Banks and passed the tirst 
iceberg on Saturday morning, the 16th inst. 
At10 P.M. the second iceberg was pessed, the 
wind being southwest. At11 P.M. we saw what 
appeared to be a tog bank on our starboard bow. 
Seing apprehensive of danger, orders were given 
to putthe heim hard astarboard, the engine at 
the same time being stopped. Then we could 
see that the supposed fog bank wasice. As it 
was impossible to avoid the ice by the use of 
the helm, the engines were backed full speed, 
but they had not been moving in — direction 
over a minute and the crew had scarcely 
had time to leave the forecastle before the ship 
came in violent collision with the iceberg, 
making a terrible crash. The iceberg had come 
in full view when the engines were rung full 
speed astern. The crew thought the steamer 
would sink immediately, and preparations were 
hurriedly made to abandon her, while the glit- 
tering towerof ice creakingly disengaged and 
slowly drifted off.” The Captain made an ex- 
amination of the bow and discovered that the 
damage was all before the collision bulkhead. 
It was also found that the ship was making no 
water. Being a steel ship, the plates had not 
broken but were simply doubled in, forming a 
sort of breakwater tor the bulkhead. After 
discharging her Halifax freight the Dracona 
will proceed.to Montreal without waiting for re- 
pairs. 

The Norwegian bark Agantyr, Capt. Holmer, 
from Havre, arrived at West Bay, near Parrsbor- 
ough, Nova Scotia, lastevening, havingon board 
Capt. Miedbrodt and wife and 11 men, the crew 
of the German bark Goethe, which was aban- 
doned in a sinking condition off the coast of 
Newfoundland. The crew saved all their effects, 
but endured severe hardship previous to rescue 
by the Agantyr. Tbe Goethe was from Darien, 
in ballast, bound to West Bay for deals. 


THE INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS.

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Referring to your editorial in THe TrimEs 
of May 17 headed “Chief Shay’s Testimony” 
permit me to saya few words regarding the 
management of the Bureau of Inspection of 
Buildings. The remarks attributed to Chief 
Shay, and by you quoted from the Herald, must 
have been misreported, as he is familiar with the 
usual manner of building tenement houses, and 
knows that the building laws have not been al- 
lowed to be violated. No portion of the build- 
ing law would warrant the demand by the In- 
spector of Buildings that interior light shaft 
walls be built with inclosing brick walls, nor 
does the law specify that each apartment should 
bave a fire escape, although custom has so de- 
creed. Pormit me also to say that the laws are 
being enforced as strictly as lies within my 
power, and that Iam sustained and aided in my 
efforts by the Board of Fire Commissioners.

DEATH OF MR. FRELINGHUYSEN. 


THE CAREER OF PRESIDENT ARTHUR’S SEC- 
RETARY OF STATE, 
Ex-Secretary of State Frederick T. Fre- 
linghuysen died at his residence, on Park Place, 
Newark, at 5:30 yesterday afternoon. All his 
family were present with the exception of Mrs. 
Davis. Same of his family had been at his bed- 


side during the iast. two days, his death being 
looked for at any moment. He was unconscious 
for some hours before his death. The funeral 
willbe held in the North Reformed Church of 
Newark on Saturday at 2 P. M. be 

Mr. Frelinghuysen was born at Millstone, N. J., 
Aug. 4, 1817. He was the son of Frederick Fre- 
linghuysen and the adopted son of the distin- 
guished Theodore Frelinghuysen, his uncle, who 
was the Whig candidate for the Vice-Presidency 
on the ticket with Henry Clay in 1844. He re- 
ceived bis education at Rutgers College, whence 
he was graduated in 1836. After leaving college 
he studied law and was admitted to the Bar in 
1839, and fora number of years practiced with 
great success, achieving a wide reputation in 
the Middie States. Mr. Frelinghuysen was a 
Whig and became a Republican at the birtb of 
the party. He was an active politician, especial- 
ly in the later years of his life, when he was 
identified with the Stalwart wing of his party. 
He began his public life as a delegate to the 
Peace Congress of 1861. In the same year he was 
appointed Attorney-General ot New-Jersey by 
Gov. Olden, and in 1866 was reappointed by Gov. 
Ward. In the latter year, on the death of 
Senator William Wright, Mr. Frelinghuysen 
Was appointed United States Senator to fill the 
vacancy by Gov. Ward. He took hisseatin the 
Senate on Jan. 24, 1867. His temporary appoint- 
ment was soon afterward confirmed by the New- 
Jersey Legislature, wich elected him to fill the 
remaining portion of Senator Wright’s term, 
expiring March 4, 1869. He took a prominent 
position in the Senate, and was selected to serve 
on the Committees on Judiciary, Naval Affairs, 
and Claims. In the contest with President Jobn- 
son he sustained his party, and was chosen to re- 
ply to the last annual message sent by him to 
Congress. The Democrats, however, came into 
power again before the expiration of his term, 
and John P. Stockton was chosen to succeed 
bim. 

President Grant in July, 1870, xopointed Mr. 
Frelinghuysen Minister to Englaad, in place of 
John Lothrop Motley, who had been recalled. 
Senators Sumner and Wilson opposed his con- 
firmation, regarding it as an indignity to Mr. 
Motiey. Mr. Frelinghuysen was confirmed by a 
vote of 30 to 3, neither Mr. Sumner nor Mr. Wil- 
son voting, but he declined the position. In 1871 
he was again elected United States Senator, to 
succeed Alexander G. Cattell. He retired at the 
end of hig term, in 1877, and was succeeded by 
Senator Johu R. McPherson. During this sec- 
ond term of service in the Senate he was Chair- 
man of the Committee on Agriculture and also 
a member of the Cemmittees on Foreign Affairs, 
Finance, Judiciary, and Railroads, 

In December, 1X76, Mr. Frelinghuysen was ap- 
pointed a member of the select committee to in- 
quire into the powers of each house of Congress 
in examining the Electoral vote. When the 
Electoral Commission was tormed, in January, 
1877, for the settlement of the Presidential elec- 
tion, he was selected to be one of the three Sena- 
atorial Republican members of that body. Mr. 
Conkling bad been chosen by the caucus com- 
mittee, but there was such an opposition to him 
that Mr. Frelanghuysen’s name was substituted. 
In 1877, when his term was about to expire, the 
Democrats had a majority of one vote in the 
New-Jersey Legislature. He received the caucus 
nomination tor re-election, and got the fuli Re- 
publican Party vote when it wastaken sepa- 
rately in the two houses. On the following duy, 
in the joint convention, all the Republicans de- 
serted him for George M. Robeson on the 
strength of rumors that one Democrat had said 
he would vote for Robeson and another that he 
would vote for McPherson. 

Mr. Frelinghuysen was for some time after 
that not active in public affairs, though his 
name was prominently mentioned as a candi- 
date for the German mission at the beginning of 
President Hayes’s Administration. He resumed 
his law practice and continued to be engaged at 
it until 1881. In 1880 he favored the nomination 
of Gen. Grant for the Presidency, but when 
Gen. Garfield was chosen to be the party candi- 
date he warmly supported him. In December, 
1581, he was appointed Secretary of State by 
President Arthur, and held the post until tbe in- 
auguration of President Cleveland. His course 
while administering the affairs of the State De- 
partment was generally commended until its 
latter part. The presentation of the treaties 
with Spain, Nicaragua, Mexico, and other 
countries, the most important work of his ad- 
winistration, aroused wide discussion and met 
with considerable adverse criticism. 

Mr. Frelinghuysen was a man of fine personal 
appearance, and his manners were courtly and 
tormal toa marked degree. He had clear-cut 
features, a smooth-shaven face, an erect and 
graceful figure, and was always faultlessly 
dressed. He bore a close resemblance to Jobn 8, 
Hart, formerly Professor c{ English Literature 
in Princeton College, now dead. Mr. Frelinghuy- 
een leaves a widow, three sons, and three daugh- 
ters. 


WasHINGTON, May 20.—Upon receipt of 
the intelligence of the death of ex-Secretary 
Frelinghuysen Secretary Bayard sent a telegram 
to Mrs. Frelinghuysen, of which the following 
is a copy: 

Mrs, Frederick T. Frelinghuysen, Newark, N. J.: 

The President and his Cabinet have just heard with 
deep sensibility of the death of your honored hus- 
band. Accept from each and allof us expressions of 
sincere sympathy and condolence.

An order will be issued to-morrow by Secreta- 
ry Bayard directing the closing of the State De- 
partment upon the day of the funerai of Mr. 
Frelinghuysen, and the draping of the Depart- 
ment building with tne customary emblems of 
mourning. Judge John Davis and Mrs. Davis, 
son-in-law and daughter of Mr. Frelinghuysen, 
are in Washington, but will leave for Newark 
on the first train to-morrow morning.

CHARLES JOHNSON. 

Mr. Charles Johnson, who died on Tues- 
day evening, bad been connected with the stage 
and railway lines of this city for over 30 years. 
He was born in Hallowell, Me., in September, 
1814, his father being a farmer. He remained in 
his native town until 1843, when he married and 
removed to Boston to engage in business. In 
1850 he came to this city, and a year later he be- 
gan his career as manager of stugo lines by be- 
coming one of the owners of the famous old 
Knickerbocker line. The firm was known 
as Finch, Sanderson & Co. Two years 


jater Mr. George Shepherd joined the firm, 
which then became Finch, Johnson & Shep- 
herd. From that day until Mr. Johnson 
died, he and Mr. Shepherd were always in busi- 
ness together and were warm personal friends, 
Later Mr. Johnson became connected with the 
Twenty-third-Street Stage Line, which was the 
successor of the old Kipp and Brown line to 
Chelsea. The Knickerbocker line went out of 
existence when the Bieecker-Street Railroad was 
started. Mr. Johnson was one of the originators 
of the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue ilroad 
about 1863, and he kept bis interest in that road 
until three years ago. Three years before he 
had become one of the owners of the Red Bird 
Stage Line, running from Grand-Street Ferry to 
Forty-second-street, which was afterward 
merged in the “green line’ of street cars run- 
ning between the same points. Mr. Johnson or- 
ganized and was President of the Vesey-street 
and South Ferry street car line, but left that 
company four years ago. 

About 1857 Mr. Johnson began to deal in real 
estate. Most of his ventures were successful 
and he built up an ample fortune. Among 
other pieces of real estate owned by him was 
nearly the whole block on which the Park 
Theatre stands, at Broadway and Thirty-fifth- 
street. The ground on which the Metropolitan 
Opera House stands was purchased trom Mr. 
Johnson. He was a Director of the Franklin 
and Emporium Fire Insurance Company, which 
went out of business some time ago, and also of 
the Broadway Savings Institution. For several 
years be was connected with the Central Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, on Seventh-avenue. 
When the Kev. Dr. John P. Newman went 
to the Madison-Avenue Congregational Church 
Mr. Johnson went with him and became one of 
the Trustees of that church. In February, 188], 
Mr. Johnson suffered a stroke cf paralysis, and 
he never fully recovered from its effects. He 
did not give up business, however, and was able 
to supervise his affairs. On Monday he was out, 
feeling better than usual. At 6 o’clock that 
evening he became quite ill,and a physician 
wassentton At 6 o’clock Tuesday evening he 
died, having been unconscious for 14 bours. 

Mr. Johnson Jeaves a widow and one son and 
one daughter, Mrs. F. 8. Gray, in whose house 
he died. The Rey. Dr. Newman will conduct 
the funeral exercises to-morrow evening at 7 
o'clock at No. 160 West Twenty-second-street. 
The burial will be at Greenwood on Saturday 
morning and will be private.

THE COMMERCIAL CONVENTION.

THE BODY DECLARES IN FAVOR OF A NA- 
TIONAL BANKRUPT LAW. 
ATLANTA, Ga., May 20.—The programme 
of the Commercial Convention has been carried 
out as outiined in Tar Times, although it must 
be confessed that the delegates are not the fore- 
most men of the States represented. Neverthe- 
less they come from the people, and as such they 
give a fair idea of povular feeling on the sub- 
jects discussed. The question as to whether or 
not public interests require Congress to enlarge 
the policy of treaties between the United States 
and foreign countries, encourage reciprocity in 
trade, and the more effective extradition of fug- 
itives from justice was touched upon very 
daintily. It was difficult and almost impossible 
to handle it without touching on the tariff, and 
this every delegate seemed absolutely afraid to 
do. The drift of opinion was in favor 
of extending foreign treaties. The con- 
vention was unanimous in denounc- 


ing the consideration of treaties in 
secrecy in the Senate, which it held was obnox- 
ious to the spirit of the Government and disas- 
trous in its workings. It may be significant in 
relation to the debate on the foreign treaties 
that the Hon. A. R. Lawton, who had declined 
to go to Russia as a Minister, and who had been 
announced to open the discussion with a care- 
fully prepared paper, did not put in his appear- 
ance until the discussion had been closed and 
the sense of the convention taken on the sub- 
ject. When hedid respond to a roll cali he made 
no explanation of his failure to discuss the for- 
eign treaty subject and no apology was made for 
him by any friend, 

The question, ** Does the public interest re- 
quire the enactment by Congress of a uniform 
bankrupt law?” caused the most heated and 
earnest debate of the sessions. The country 
and the “debt centres’? were vigorous in op- 
posing a national bankrupt law. The repre- 
sentatives of the credit and commercial centres 
were eager in their interest in the debate, and 
their best speakers were put to the front. Mr. 
Darwin R. James, of New-York, was vehement 
against the position taken by those opposing a 
national bankrupt law. He tried to draw the 
lines of the question on the line of honesty and 
dishonesty. This adroit position was reinforced 
by Mr. Learning, of Pliladelphian, who was 
greatly in favor of the Lowell bill. Hard hits 
were made at Georgia becauseof her bankrupt 
laws, allowing insolventsto prefer creditors, and 
the example of this State furnished the text 
for many of the small lights who rang 
the changes on honesty and _ dishonesty. 
Ex-Senator Miller, of Georgia, made the 
ablest argument in opposition to a national 
bankrupt law. He reviewed the subject from the 
first bankrupt statute, in 1801, up to the repeal of 
the last, that of 1857. He seemed, however, 
rather to oppose any bankrupt law other than 
anational bankrupt law. Of course the woof 
and warp of his objection to national law was 
his States’ rights education. All the argu- 
ments of the Southern members against 
a national law were strongly imbued 
with State sovereignty ideas, though other rea- 
sons were advanced. They were, however, in- 
significant in comparison with that overshadow- 
ing hatred of paternal government, as seenina 
national bankrupt law. Considerable filibuster- 
ing was resorted to by the rural members to 
carry their point, but it all fell down before the 
overwhelming vote from commercial centres, 
the vote in favor of a national law being 263, 
and against it, 153. 

The Hon. 8. Dana Horton, of Ohio, spoke in 
favor of suspending the coinage of silver, and 
the Hon. G. G. Sims, member of Congress, and a 
Mr. Hankey, both of Colorado, advocated a con- 
tinuance ot the coinage of silver. The discus- 
sion was interrupted to allow Gen. John B. Gor- 
donto speakin favorof anational control of 
railway transportation.

THE JURY OUT ALL NIGHT. 
ena cmcies 
KING-KILLER SCHWAB AWAITING THE VER- 
DICT IN A CELL. 

The jurors that are trying Justus H. 
Schwab for inciting a riot in Concordia Hall did 
not go home to their families last night. After 
eight hours of deliberation and discussion, in 
which ballot after ballot was taken without 
reaching an agreement, the key was turned on 
them just before midnight, and Court Officer 
Ricketts stood guard at the door. The lawyers 
in the case talked nearly all day yesterday. In 
summing up for the defense Lawyer Howe 
plunged headlong into the Constitution of the 
United States and the doctrine of the Trinity. 
He scolded the prosecution roundly for brine- 


ing the question of Schwab’s political and re- 
ligious belief into the case at all. He picked 
into shreds the woof of testimony that sup- 

orted the charge of riotous conduct, and, tak- 
ng a brief peep into the hearts and minds of the 
12 men before him, his prophetic vision saw 
therein a triumph for justice and fairness in the 
prompt acquittal of his client, 

Prosecutor Fellows defended the police from 
a severe drubbing Mr. Howe had given them in 
the course of his remarks. Mr. Fellows resented 
references to Capt. McCullagh's men as “that 
horde” and “that gang,”’ coupled with an at- 
tempt to make policemen and citizens quite dit- 
ferent orders of beings. 

Judge Van Brunt gave the jurors a careful 
definition of the statute in relation to inciting a 
riot, where three or more men, assembled for 
any purpose, disturb the public peace by using 
force orgviolence to any person or_ property. 
The bulk of the testimony for the people had been 
directed toward the two grave charges in the in- 
dictment, which charged the accused with riot- 
ous conduct. Judge Van Brunt said that he had 
allowed tbe prosecution to interrogate Schwab 
as to his religious and political views, using the 
word political in its broadest sense as pertaining 
to the rights of the Government and the 
rights of the governed. Judge Van Brunt 
considered the introduction of this_ testi- 
mony quite justiflable, inasmuch as Schwab 
had been placed on the witness stand, 
But the jurors were not to allow this testimony 
to have any bearing on the facts in the case ex- 
cept so far as it affected the statements of the 
witnesses. In taking into consideration Schwab’s 
disavowal of all religious constraint and his 
declaration that he felt bound to tell the truth 
by his honor, Judge Van Bruut reminded the 
jury that Schwab took vows of allegiance to the 
American Government when he became a 
naturalized citizen, yet, nevertheless, on the 
witness stand he had boldly declared himself an- 
tagonistic to all government, and his belief that 
it would be overthrown by violence if necessary 
when a favorable opportunity came. The it 4 
did not find a verdict last night, and Schwa 
was locked up in the Tombs. 


INDIANS GIVING TROUBLE. 
DENVER, Col., May 20.—A special to the 
Tribune Republican from Santa Fé says: ** Ger- 
onimo and 50 Chiricahua bucks broke away 
from the San Carlos Reservation Sunday night 
and headed for the Sierra Madre Mountains, in 
Mexico. Gen. Crook has ordered all the avail- 


able troops from rorts Apache, Bowie, Grant, 
and Thomas into the field, and a company 
of cavalry from Fort Apache is now in 
hot pursuit. No casualties had been 
reported at noon yesterday, but should 
the warriors be overtaken a hard fight 1s ex- 
pected, aa Geronimo is the ‘bad Indian’ who 
caused so much trouble in Mexicoa year ago, 
and with whom Gen. Crook carried on the nego- 
tiations which resulted in the return of his band 
to the reservation. Gen. Bradley, commander 
of the Military District of New-Mexico, has or- 
dered two companies of the Sixth Cavalry from 
Fort Bayard, under Lieut.-Col. Morrow, to pro- 
tect the settlers along the Gila River, on the line 
between New-Mexico and Arizona.”

THE FORGED SCOTCH BANK NOTES. 

MONTREAL, May 20.—The preliminary 
examination of the two men, Hall and Fox, 
who attempted to negotiate forged circular 
notes with the banks here, was begun to-day. 
There cau be no doubt that the notes are for- 
geries, for Mr. Penfold yesterday cabled to the 
National Bank of Scotland and received an 
answer this morning that no _ circular 
notes of the denomination and _ character 
mentioned have been issued by that bank. 
It isa singular circumstance that 12 years ago 
the same British bank was victimized to a very 
large amount by men giving the same names as 
those now arrested and by the same species of 
notes, presented to the bank's branches at Hali- 
fax, St. John, and other peints. On that occa- 
sion several of the men were arrested, some 
being sentenced to 10 years’imprisonment. Most 
of the money, too, was recovered, but the bank 
was put to great expense.

{ was surprised to find in your issue of 
May 3 an article of over a column in length and 
evidently intended to throw ridicule and dis- 
credit upon the Ameri@an Exhibition in London 
in 1886, an enterprise which I have the honor as 
Commissioner-General to represent in this coun- 
try. I became connected with the enterprise 
last November, after having carefully informed 
myself of the solvency and good faith of the 
promoters. One of my first acts after accepting 
service was to lay the plans, the resources, and 


the objects of the exhibition before the leading 
papers of the metropolis, 

This exhibition is intended to be and will be 
a faithful exposition of the arts, manufactures, 
products, and resources of the United States. Isay 
that this will be accomplished, for I have alreadv 
had s0 many practical assurances of co-opera- 
tion from practical business men that I have no 
doubts whatever of the complete success of this 
patriotic work. 

Now, as to the practical details of the enter- 
prise. The project was started, as your article 
correctly states, by Mr. John R. hitley, of 
London, and Gen. Charles B. Norton, of Boston. 
They associated with them as incorporators of 
the American Exhibition Association Lord Ron- 
ald Gower (well known to you and all well- 
informed Americans by reputation,) Mr. 

. «A. Appliv, of London; Mr. Edward 
Bates Dorsey, of New-York; Mr. Edward A. 
Farrington, of New-York and London, and 
Mr. John Priestman, (Bradstreet’s Commercial 
Agency,) of New-York and London. This asso- 
ciation was duly incorporated and the shares 
subscribed for.

ness, These Commissioners are practical, repre- 
sentative men from all of the Union, every State 
and Territory except Utah and Indian Terrl- 
tory having a Commissioner here. After listen- 
ing to my statement, the Board of Commission- 
ers appointed a committee to report on the 
American exhibition.’ This committee consisted 
of the following: Gen. John B. Mead, of Ver- 
mont; ex-Gov. Furnas, of Nebraska; Judge Se- 
bring, of Florida; Mr. Murphy, of Arizona, and 
Mr. McWhirter, of Tennessee.

THE BONANZA KINGS. 


GOSSIP ABOUT THEM WITH SOME HINTS CON- 
CERNING THE NEVADA BANK MYSTERY. 
Correspondence of the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

San Francisco, May 9.—The reporters 
for several days have been trying to get at the 
real causes which have led to the retirement of 
Senator Fair from the Nevada Bank. This took 
place last November, but so reticent is every one 
connected with this institution that it only 
leaked out afew daysago. The bank is one of 
the largest financial institutions on the coast, 
and was incorporated in May, 1875, about the 
time when the bonanza excitement first began to 
show signs of waning. Its capital stock was 
$5,000,000, and the incorporators were the bonan- 
za kings—Flood, O’Brien, Mackay, and Fair— 
and Louis McLane, the head of Wells, Fargo & 
Co.’s great express company. McLane retired 
in about two years, and since then the 
bonanza men have ruled the bank by 
means of dummy stockholders, about as ef- 
fectively as though 1t were a mine on the Com- 
stock. The bank has been a little mint in rev- 
enue to the mining millionaires, as they have 
used it as a tender to all their speculations, and 
its accounts have given them a fine knowledge 


of the moneved strength of the chief operators 
on Pine-street. Last Fall it seems that Mackay 
and Fair had a serious falling out, and Mackay 
declared he would either sell out to Fair or buy 
the Senator’s share. Fair replied that he 
wouldn’t sell unless Flood would sell also, or he 
would buy out both. He thought at the time 
that Mackay was crippled by his telegraph and 
cable schemes and could not accept his offer. 
Macsay, however, promptly agreed to his terms, 
and, itis said, bought the shares of Flood and 
Fair, making him the sole owner of this great 
bank. Flood, asadummy stockholder, remained 
in the Presidency, and will continue to discharge 
the duties of that office until next November. 

Fair iscredited with being the sharpest and most 
unscrupulous of ail the bonanza millionaires. 
Old Uncle Billy O’Brien never had any capacity 
except for drinking whisky, and his chief serv- 
ice in his last years was to ornament the front 
of the bank, leaning against one of the big pillars 
and giving out false * pointers” in stocks to the 
credulous crowd who believed that he had inside 
information of rich strikes of ore. He died, and 
his sole memorial is a huge granite and marble 
tomb in the Catnolic cemetery, for the erection 
of which he had the shrewdness to leave in 
his will a handsome sum. Flood is as square 
dealing as & man who manipulates mining 
stock can be, and his word is said to be as 
good as his bond in any business transaction. 
Mackay is more popular here than Flood, and 
there iseven more confidence in his integrity. 
Like Flood he is very reticent and has a great 
disinclination to any notoriety, never appearing 
in the newspapers when he can avoid it. Per- 
sonally he doesn’t spend $2,500 a year upon him- 
self, as he dresses very plainly in a slouch hat 
and an ordinary business suit, put it must take 
the revenues of a millionaire to meet the bills 
of his wife in Paris. Flood is also very simple 
in his own tastes and is seldom seen at any piace 
of amusement, but he has an expensive family, 
and is building a brownstone palace on Nob 
Hill, which will cost $1,000,000 before it is com- 
pleted and furnished. 

The Nevada silver Senator keeps no establish- 
ment since his wife secured a divorce and $4,500,- 
000 of the common property. Public opinion 
was against him at the time of the divorce suit 
of ghis wife, and nothing has since changed 
it. She has lived quietly with her children in her 
handsome residence on Pine-street, a few blocks 
beyond the railroad millionaire’s palaces: she 
goes into the best society, and gives very hand- 
some entertainments. The secret of her success 
is not that she has education or culture, but that 
she is without any pretense, and is a woman of 
much social tact and common sense. Her chari- 
ties are many and unostentatious. About a year 
ago there were rumors of her approaching mar- 
riage to a journalist of this city, who was always 
a welcome guest at her receptions, but as their 
relations haven’t changed in this time, this is 
perhaps the best refutation of the truth of the 
rumors. The Senator, meanwhile, has prepared 
a fine lot on the crest of Nob Hill ready for 
aa but no one can learn anything of his 
plans.

NOT YET CLEAR OF DANGER 


DEFAULTER MARSH TO BE AR- 

RESTZD IN ENGLAND. 

@R. HORN TO SHOW HiM NO MERCY—BIS* 
EXTRADITION TO BE ASKED'ON THE 
CHARGE OF FORGERY. 

A substantial three-story mansion with 
g front of brownstone is situated at No. 42 South 
Oxford-street, Brooklyn, and surrounded by 
residences of men of weaith. Until yesterday it 
was occupied by Arthur FE. Marsh, who on Tues- 
aay left New-York so suddenly and unexpected- 
ly for Europe on the steamsbip Nevada. About 
1 P. M. yesterday a Sheriff's Deputy took charge 
of the premises on a warrant of attachment for 
$23,382, issued at the instance of Koch, Sons & 
Co., of this city. Mr. Marsh did not own the 
house but rented it for $1,300 a year. There is 
furniture in !t which is valued at about $7,000. 
The servants told a Deputy Sheriff that the linen 
and silverware had a!! been taken away the 
morning Mr. Marsh went aboard the steamer. lt 
appears that Mrs. Marsh was not aware of her 
husband’s troubles until the morning of Tues- 
day. Atthat time he explained the condition 
of his affairs, though not in detail, and an- 
nounced his proposed departure, 

He had his four little children gent to the 
house of Mrs. Joseph Becker, No. 218 Union- 
gireet, telling the servants that he and Mrs. 


Marsh were going tothe funeral of his father. 
Word was also sent to his employers that he 
was detained from business by the alleged death 
of his father, and they, suspecting that he was 
about to take action to elude arrest, took im- 
mediate steps to get him into their hands, with 
what success was stated in THE TIMEs of yester- 
day. Mr. Marsh put his wife aboard a train for 
Philadelphia, directing her to go to her 
mother, who lives in that city and who is 
her only relative. Mother and daughter returned 
to New-York yesterday morning, the latter go- 
ing tc Mrs. Becker's house, where her chiidren 
were. The mother went to the house in South 
Oxford-street, arriving there a few moments 
after a Deputy Sheriff, accompanied by Marsh’s 
employer, W. C. Horn, and his attorney, had 
taken possession. She said that if any of the 
valuables bad been taken from the house Mr. 
Marsh had them, as her daughter did not bring 
R single trunk to Philadelphia. The Deputy 
aid that in searching the drawers at the house 

e found a paper in Mr. Marsh’s desk from 
which it appeared that on April 30 he had $14,000 
worth of stock in the hands of Horton & Co., of 
No. 56 Broadway. 

At Mr. Marsh’s former place of employment it 
Was said that the amount of his embezz!ement is 
not yet definitely known, but a discrepancy of 
about $30,000 has already -been found, and 3t is 
expected that the amonut will reach $50,000. Mr. 
Marsh entered the employ of the firm in 1880, and 
ee that he began his peculations at the 


The system by which he carried them on was 
ingenious. The men under him were paid off 
every two weeks, but it was their custom to ob- 
tain installments between pay days. Mr. Marsh 
‘was the mediator between them and the cashier, 
and kept track of theirtime. As they worked 
“by the piece” their pay differed in amount 
Bach week. It now appears that it was Marsh’s 
custom to send to the cashier at times for 
An advance on the account of an employe 
without the latter’s knowledge. He would 
pocket the money, and, when pay day came 
@round, would add the amount pocketed to the 
will of the man on whose account he had drawn 
it. The amount drawn during the fortnight 
‘woulda be deducted, leaving to the laborer the 
‘exact amount he had earned. As the money 
passed through the superintendent's hands no- 
‘body was embarrassed by the operation. The 
mccuracy of his pay rolls was never questioned 
‘by the cashier or bookkeeper. The amounts 
taken vary from $15 to $250 in the various fort- 
nichts. Suspicion was first aroused against the 
Buperintendent about a month ago from the 
combined facts that he was living pretty high 
Bod that the workmen under him were earning 
too much money. An investigation was made 
which left little doubt as to his guilt, but Mr. 
Horn, the senior member of the firm resident in 
this country, was away in the West, and action 
was deferred until his return, 

He got back on Friday last and immediately 
instituted a thorough investigation, which was 
not concluded when Mr. Marsh sent word on 
Tuesday morning of his detention from business. 
Fearing, however, that his prey wou!d slip out 
of reach, Mr. Horn decided to take immediate 
action, only to find himself five minutes too late 
to head off his dishonest superintendent. Mr. 
Horn said yesterday that he should use every 
‘effort in his power to have Marsh brought back 
to this country. Mr. J. C. Koch, the senior 
member of the firm, lives abroad, and has been 
notified to meet the absconder on his arrival on 
the opposite side of the ocean and deal with him 
as severely asthe law will allow. Mr. Horn ex- 
pressed the belief that he could attach to Marsh 
the crime of forgery, which is an extraditable 
offense. and that, whether the offender was ex- 
tradited or not, he could be compelled to give up 
any of the stolen property which he may have 
remaining in bis possession. It is believed that 
Marsb had anticipated his detection for three 
Gays, from the fact that on Saturday last hesaw 
Lawyer Bliss in earnest conversation with the 
foreman of the shop. 

Marsh was an Englishman by birth, and was 
educated for the Jesuit priesthood. He entered 
on commercial pursuits owing to poor health. 
For a number of years prior to his connection 
with Koch, Sons & Co. he was employed by 
Thomas Nelson & Sons, and left voluntarily be- 
cause of an offer of higher wages. He appeared 
to be a devout Catholic, and was prominent 
among Catholic people in Brooklyn. In the 
valise which be threw from the Nevada to his 

ursuers on the tug were found a Bible and two 

rayer Books. He was Secretary of St. John’s 
Orphan Asylum and a member of the Oxford 
Club. Among his associates he was sociable and 
entiemanly in bis manners. It is learned that 

e dealt in stocks, but the extent of his transac- 
tions cannot yet be determined.

The Norwegian bark Aurora, Capt.

Capt. Laurence, of 
the Merriam, states that he left Liverpool for 
Halifax on April 13 with a small cargo of salt, 
‘which was used as ballast. He was accompanied 
by his wite, and had a crew of 12 men. 

All went well until May 10. when the vessel 
‘was in latitude 43° 30’ and longitude 49° 20’. The 
temperature of the atmosphere indicated that 
there was ice in the neighborhood, and a sharp 
lookout was ordered. At 3 o'clock the sea, 
which had been very smooth, became suddenly 
uneven, and the lookout saw a high wal ot solid 
ice iooming up in the fog within a few yards of 
him, anda moment later a violent shock was 
felt and a joud crash was heard. The bark had 
run into an iceberg, which was fuily a mile long 
and 400 fect high and seemed like an island. 
The bark’s bows were stove in to within an 
inch orso of the water’s edge. The bowsprit 
was forced down into the hold and broke the 
Jower beams. The disabled vessel swung slowly 
around and cleared the ice. 

She Lad ‘sprung a dangerous leak, however, 
‘and the crew were kept at the pumps all night. 
The men kept at the pumps until 9 o'clock, 
when the Aurora was sighted. Signals of dis- 
tress were then hoisted, and the Aurora came 
up and hove to near the disabled bark. The 
weather was now threatening, and Capt. Lau- 
rence, fearing that the vessel would sink as soon 
asthe sea became a little rough, decided to 
abandon her. Capt. Laurence, Setere leaving 
her, set fire to ber in order to warn other vessels 
of ber presence. The shipwrecked crew were 
treated with great kindness on board the Au- 
rora. Yesterday they were sent to the Sailors’ 
Home, in Cherry-street. The lost vessel meas- 
ured 536 tons, and was built at Truro, Nova Sco- 
tia, in 1874, and was owned in Halifax. 





THE POSTAL TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 
Ascheme for the reorganization of the 
Postal Telegraph Company has been prepared, 
mand invitations toa conference have been sent 
to the holders of bonds that have been in de- 
fault since Feb. 1. The officials of the company 
declined yesterday to make public the exact 
terms of the scheme, giving asa reason that the 
plan had not yet been assented to by the bond- 
hoiders. From other sources, however, it was 
ascertained that the proposed plan provides for 
B surrenderand cancellation of e first mort- 
Face bonds now outstanding. an issue in 
heir place to be made of $3,500 new 
tock for each $10,000 bends so surrendered. 
For each 100 shares of stock of the 
ostal Telegraph and CableCompany fiveshares 
of the new stock will be issued, and two and 
one-half shares for each lot of 100 shares of the 
old Postal Telegraph Company’s stock. These 
changes will ail be carried into effect in case 
there is no unexpected opposition on the part of 
the bondholders, which is not anticipa . as the 
Proposed scheme has met with the approval 
of several of the largest holders of the ** Postal” 
securities. It is also probable that President 
John W. Mackay will advance or contribute suf- 
ficient ready capital to enable the company to 
carry Out the plans projected for its extension

INTER-STATE COMMERCE. 


“VIEWS -OF THE THREE RAILROAD COMMIS- 
SIONERS OF THE STATE. 

For several hours yesterday the special 
committee of the United States Senate who 
are investigating the subject of the regulation 
of inter-State commerce listened to members of 
the Railroad Commission of this State, Chair- 
man John D. Kernan, of that commission, gave 
the committee a detailed explanation of the 
statute under which the New-York commission 
is organized, and told how the Commissioners 
carried out their duties. Mr. Kernan said he be- 
lieved maximum rate laws were of little prac- 


tica! value, and it was universally conceded that 
pro rata rate laws were a failure. He discussed 
the question of delezating the rate-fixing pow- 
er to Commissioners instead of making intlex!. 
bie statutes, and said the plan had not been such 
a success as would warrant its application in 
this State. The legislative fixing of rates was 
not safe, and the difficulty would greatly in- 
creased if Congress undertook to make laws to 
cover the whole country. 

The entire inter-State commerce of the coun- 
try. Mr. Kernan said, was to-day regulated by 
trunk line pools, which were seit-appointed 
bodies, without any standing in Jaw, and in 
which only one party—the railroads—was rep- 
resented. Mr. Kernan believed that some sort 
of an organization, which couid do what the 
pools professed to do, should be authorized by 
law. Therates established by such a pool should 
be public and open, and no change should be 
made in them without previous reasonable no- 
tice. The law permitting the pool should for- 
bid unjust discrimination. here should be 
laws prohibiting the charging of more for trans- 
porting freight from one point to another than 
from the first point to one further away than 
the second; but some commission or other body 
should have power to permit exceptions. 

To require roads violating the laws to pay a 
penalty was, Mr. Kernan aszerted, a failure. 
He would substitute for the penalty clause a 
provision making the finding of the Railroad 
Commission prima facie evidence in the courts 
in behaif of the complainant, the courts being 

iven power to compel compliance with the 
aws. At presentany complainant against un- 
just discrimination on the part of a railway cor- 

oration labored under the disadvantage of hay- 
ng every particle of his evidence locked up in 
the railroad company’s safe. The commission 
only could get at this evidence, and its findings 
as to facts should be allowed as prima facie evi- 
dence without expense to the latter. Mr. 
Kernan, in conclusion, cited the English law 
against rate discriminations as a model statute. 

Commissioner William E. Rogers, who fol- 
Jowed Mr. Kernan, was in favor of the creation of 
a National Railroad Commission, with power to 
entertain and investigate complaints against 
inter-State roads, and modeled after the general 
character of the New-York commission, It 
could draft legislation to be submitted to Con- 
gress, and could gain exact information as to 
the nature and extent of evils to be remedied. 
Mr. Rogers thought there was no way to secure 
uniformity of rates over all railroads except by 
allowing the roads to agree among themselves 
what they would charge, subject to the approval 
of the national commission. Mr. Rogers be- 
lieved that railroads should charge all persons 
alike for like services under like circumstances. 
He also believed that corporations engaged in 
inter-State commerce should be required to 
adopt a uniform system of accounts. 

Commissioner John O’Donnell, to whose efforts 
the organization of the present State commis- 
s10n was mainly due, then told the committee 
about the powers of the New-York commission. 
He did not believe, he said, that the commission 
law would be wortha rope of sand if the rail- 
roads did not work in harmony with the com- 
mission. The Assembly, he added, had acted 
with great hostility toward the commission by 
refusing its request that the courts should be 
given power to enforce the commission’s recom- 
mendations. Mr. O’Donnel! declared that he 
was opposed to railroad pools in any form or 
shape. A railroad _ wus illegal. It wasa 
conspiracy, and had been so declared by the 
courts. It could not exist a moment without 
the right to divert freight, or, in other words, 
to punish the shipper. ‘**I believe,’ said the 
Commussioner, “‘in the freest competition by 
railroads and the survival ot the fittest.” 

Mr. O’Donne!l! argued earnestly that the State 
had constitutional control over every corpora- 
tion the State had created. He also argued that 
Congress should not interfere with the State 
management of such corporations. The Com- 
missioner spoke at considerable length of the 
real cost of railways, affirming that if the water 
was left outof their stocks it wonld be found 
that the interest the roads paid on the money 
invested in them was without a parallel. If 
rebates were allowed to shippers at all, he con- 
tinued, it should be subject to official supervis- 
ion. Mr. O’Donneil, in conclusion, again spoke 
in strong terms of the failure of the Legisla- 
ture to properly treat the Railroad Commission, 
which wanted more power given to the courts 
andthe Attorney-General than they now pos- 
sessed to carry out the just recommendations of 
the commission,

THE NEW-YORK MISSION. 


A LETTER FROM ASSISTANT BISHOP POTTER 
ON THE SUBJECT. 

Assistant Bishep H. C. Potter has writ- 
tena letter tothe committee having in charge 
the preparations for a church mission to be held 
in this city during the coming Autumn, express- 
ing his deep interest in and approbation of the 
the proposed mission. The letter will appear in 
the Churchman of May 23, together with a state- 
ment of the special reasons for holding a mission 
in this city. 

The Assistant Bishop says that he is personally 
gratefui to those of the clergy who have turned 


their attention to this matter, and he is glad to 
know that their plans have thus far been so 
happily matured. ** The evils of revivalism are 
very real,”’ says the letter, “and in this 
land, most jamentable; but the church’s system 
which provides her Lenten and Advent fasts 
and penitential offices, implies that there are 
times when we may well ‘cry aloud and spare 
not’ and when _ the warnipg of _ the 
preacher of righteousness, with some- 
thing of the old prophetic fervor and a 
ness of utterance, may wisely be heard 
among us.” Dr. Potter remarks that it will be 
one of the happiest fruits of the proposed 
mission if, as one outcome of it, the church 
people shall hereafter be able to organize a band 
of ** diocesan lay-helpers’’—as has been done in 
London—on whom the Bishop may call for work 
in waste places. In concluding his Jetter the 
Assistant Bishop says: “ It is wisely proposed, I 
think, that we should prepare for the mission by 
a series of quiet days, or something of the 
nature of a retreat immediately preceding it, 
and for this I shall hope to arrange.”’ 

Following are some of the “special reasons” 
given by the committee for the hoiding of a 
mission in this State: The evils of class churches; 
the evils in the life of men and women in fash- 
ionabie society: the irreligion of the young men 
of our well-to-do families; evils which come 
from the instability of church connection; the 
feeble recognition on the part of masters and 
mistresses of the need of church attendance by 
their servants; the lack of opportunity for pri- 
vate prayer conseguent upon the condition of 
our tenement and boarding houses, and the fact 
that few churches are constantly open; lack of 
personal spiritual ministry tothe rich; the wrongs 
inflicted by employers upon their employes; the 
prevalence of the sins of intemperance and im- 
mp dy the special religious difficulties caused 

y the constant flow of immigrants and the 
ostentatious display by churchgoers of ail 
classes. In addition to the foregoing reasons 
the following is given: 

“ The drain upon the minds, souls, and bodies of two 
classes: (1) Of those who give themselves up to the 
demands of society life; (2) of those laden duwn with 
too much work, unfitting both classes fora healthful 
Christian life. Among the causes of this drain we 
specify: (a) Late hours; ())) stores open late Saturday 
nights; (c) no Saturday half holidays.” 








THE PARK COMMISSIONERS. 

A letter from some Sunday school teach- 
ers in Yorkville protesting against the Sunday 
concerts in Central Park was read at the meet- 
ing of the Park Commissioners yesterday. 
No action was taken upon it, and the 
concerts wiil be permitted as usual. Plans 
were considered for a _ system of trunk 
sewers in Central Park, with outlets at the cor- 
ner of Eighth-avenueand Ninety-seventh-street, 
andon Fifth-avenue at Fifty-ninth, Seventy- 
fourth, One Hundred and Sixth, and One Hun- 
dred and Tenth-streets. The estimate for the 
cost of the work, made by the Engineer of Con- 
struction, is $117,478. The commission will ask 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment to 
award that amount forthe purpose. An inves- 
tigation into the sanitary condition of tne lower 
pond at Central Park was referred to Commis- 
sioner Borden. He was also elected Treasurer of 
the commission for one year from May 1 of the 
present year. 





AN OLD PATROLMAN DEAD. 

Patrolman Solomon Ferre, one of the 
oldest members of the Police Department, died 
yesterday, after asbort illness. He was born in 
the Second Ward of this city, in 1814, and was 
by trade a carpenter. He was appointed a mem- 
ber of the police force in 1848, and was assigned 
for duty in the Second Precinct, where he re- 


mained under Capt. Leonard until the organiza- 
tion of the Metropolitan Police force, when he 
remained out of service cearly eight months. 
His appointment in the Metropolitan force 
dates from February, 1858, since which time his 
service was continuous. The dead officer had an 
excellent record in the department. He lived at 
No. 48 James-street.

BREWERS IN CONVENTION 


—>— 
THE BEST WAY TO SECURE TEM- 
PERANCE. 

BEER A PREVENTIVE OF DRUNKENNESS—A 
HIGH TAX ON ARDENT SPIRITS FAVORED 
—3,000 BREWERIES REPRESENTED. 

Five or six hundred delegates were in 
their seats when President Scharmann called 
the United States Brewers’ Association to order 
in Terrace Garden yesterday morning. A few 
ladies occupied seats in the balcony, and the 
$4,000 worth of floral decorations of the previous 
evening appeared quite fresh. Secretary Katz- 
enmayer reported that the association had 739 
members, representing 3,000 breweries, which 
produce 16,000,000 of the 18,000,000 kegs of beer 
annually brewed in the United States. The $250,- 
000,000 invested in the business requires the labor 
of 500,000 men. Asthe convention had assem- 
bled for business only no beer was served, and 
the gentlemen from Cincinnati, Oshkosh, Seat- 
tle, and Milwaukee had to quench their thirst 
with coid water. 

Mr. William A. Miles, of New-York. and Presi- 
dent of the Ale Brewers’ Association, made the 
address of welcome. He said the present organi- 
zation was the outgrowth of the Brewers’ Con- 
gress held 23 years ago in New-York, when only 
34 firms were represented. Then but five States 
sent delegates. To-day 86 States control the as- 
sociation. President Scharmann followed with 
the annual address. He congratulated themem- 
bers on the prosperity of the organization and 
for the work done by the literary bureau in com- 
bating the statements of the prohibitionists. 
He believed the majority of temperance men 
honest, but misinformed. He quoted Dr. Sturde- 
vant, who considered brewers’ grains, with a 
little hay, good for cows and their milk. He 


held that brewers should have fair play and as 
much consideration as any other manufacturer. 

In the report ot the Publication Committee, 
read by Gallus Thomann, is was stated that the 
committee had studied the liquor question from 
a statistical and historical standpoint. A 2060 
page volume on the liquor laws of the United 
States would be followed by a work on _ the 
spirit and effect of the various Statelaws. Fifty 
thousand copies or more of the two works 
would be circulated. The reports from exten- 
sive investigation in Switzerland were gratify- 
ing to the association. This paragraph was read 
in the course of the long report: 

“Taxation ranks foremost among the meastras cal- 
culated to restrict the excessive use uf ardent spirits. 
Ags an administrative measure the tax upon this—in 
many respects pernicious—article may be fixed utas 
high a rate as is compatibie with revenue cousidera- 
tions having reference to the collection of suvh a tax. 
But a tax upon ardent spirits alone will not accomplish 
the desired object; in order to be fully effective it must 
be followed by a systematic diminution and the ulti- 
mate abolition of taxes upon wholesome beverages.” 


As a result of the Swiss investigation the com- 
mittee reported: 


“ Admitting that the means to be employed against 
intemperance must necessarily vury, to some degree, 
in accordance with the differences in the local views 
and conditions of the various countries, the bureau 
sums up its observations in the assertion that the only 
de siggy method of diminishing the evils of ine- 
briety, by Governmeutal measures, should aim at 
1. Vhe suppression of technically imperfect distilla- 
tion. 2. A system of taxation and administration by 
which the manufacture of and traffic in distilled spirits 
can be controlled and, if need be, restricted, and by 
which the collection of high duties on spirits is ren- 
dered feasible. 3. ‘he reduction or abolition of taxes 
on wholesome beveruges.” 

“In Great Britain the Government, since 1828, has 
been guided in this matter by a desire to curb the 
tendency of excessive indulgence by enhancing the 
petos of ardent spirits through taxation. And we be- 
ieve that the consumption is indeed being restricted 
in this manner, inasmuch as there is ample 
justification for the supposition that without 
the said taxes the consumption of spirits 
would have assumed much greater proportions 
than those which are now Ofliciaily reported. 
According to Hoyle’s statement, the general consump- 
tion of all kinds of drinks has considerably increased 
since 1560. The increase should not, however, be re- 
garded as an evidence of the growth of inebriety. The 
fact 1s thatin consequence of greater individual earn- 
ings the condition of all classes has been considerably 
ameliorated, and, accordingly, the moderatd use of 
stimulants has become more general, Since 1576 the 
consumption has slightly decreased—a fact which, no 
doubt, is attributable to “ hard times.” In therural 
districts ot England, Scotland, and Ireland inebriety no 
longer increases. It is supposed that owing to the 
flourishing condition of the industries after 18638 the 
tendency to excesses somewhat augmented in manu- 
facturing and mining places. Generally speaking, the 
state of affairs is not as bad as it was 50 years ago. 
‘he laboring classes, as a whole, have become more 
sober, and arrests for intoxication and disorderly con- 
duct are more and more confined to the very lowest 
strata of society. ‘There can be no doubt that the tax 
laws, combined with the moral and social efforts of 
temperance societies, have materially aided in pre- 
venting a dilatation of the evils of inebriety.”’ 

The report on Germany says: 

“ The abuse of ardent spirits prevails in Germany to 
agreatextent amoung the lower classes, and particu- 
larly either in those parts of the empire whose popula- 
tion do not take any considerable part inthe growing 
consumption of mait liquors, or in those localities 
where wine is not accessible to the large body of the 
people. The conviction forees itself upon our minds 
that the regulation of the liquor traffic. so far as it 
aims at the eradication of alcoholism, will not answer 
their purpose so long as it 1s thought inexpedient, for 
economic reasons, to tax distilleries more heavily and 
to remove tax burdens from wholesome stimulants.” 

In closing its report the committee thought 
beer a preventive of drunkenness, which is 
more or less caused by strong drinks, and it 
asked that the statistic and publication fund be 
increased to $10,000, to be usedin further en- 
lightening the people. 

The Board of Trustees reported that the asao- 
ciation was on friendly terms with kindred Eu- 
ropean organizations, and congratulatory cable- 
grams from them were read. The report favored 
unbiased commissions to investigate the liquor 
question. In regard to prohibitory legislation, 
it claimed that inebriety was gaining ground, as 
proved by Neal Dow’s recent statement that 
ardent liquors were causing more misery in 
Maine than ever before. In closing its report 
the committee said: 

“The local movements for ‘and against prohibition 
do not ca}! for special comment. In the States of lows 
and Kansas the prohbibitory law produces results strik- 
ingly like those reported in older prohibition States. 
The use of fermented beverages is steadily decreasing, 
whereas the consumption of ardent spirits is either 
the same as before or increasing. According to the 
reportsof the Muyors of. the principal cities of lowa, 
prohipition is as complete a failure there as everywhere. 
The only possible solution of the temperance question 
isa tax system which favours the substitution of malt 
liquors for ardent spirits. 

* So far as the license system, restrictively applied, is 
concerned, your association cannot but insist npon a 
complete separation of the two kinds of liquors, and 
upon such fiscal discriminations in favor of the milder 
beverages as are at present effected bythe Federal 
laws. Favoring malt liquorsintnis manner has been 
the policy of the Government from the beginning, und 
it is known that the same policy prevails, or is recom- 
mended, in nearly all civilized countries.”’ 

The Advisory Committee reported that the 
United States would soon produce more barley 
for malting purposes than the trade needs, and 
that the duty on barley and malt would accord- 
ingly be removed. It was announced that the 
statue of Mr. Laur, the first President of the 
association, would be unveiled in the public 
square of Keading, Penn., on Saturday. A spe- 
cial train, leaving Liberty-street at 9 o'clock, . 
with round-trip tickets at $3 15, would be at the 

service of the members wishing to attend the 
memorial ceremonies. The last report of the 
day was from the Finance Committee, as fol- 
lows: Receipts, $35,514 31; expenditures, $19,- 
182 52; cash in treasury, $16,331 ‘79. To-day’s 
session is to begin at 9 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, and a feature of the proceedings will be 
Henry Clausen’s history of the association, 





THE LIFE-SAVING SERVICE. 

The Life-saving Service of the Fire De- 
partment is to be extended to the engine com- 
panies in view of the fact that they are ahead 
of the hook and ladder trucks at all fires, and 
lives are generally lost, if lost at all, very soon 
after the first alarm is received. The Commis- 
sioners yesterday directed that the four-wheeled 
tenders of the department be promptly fitted up 


so that they will carry at least two scaling lad- 
ders each and the other necessary life-saving 
apparatus. Jumping sheets are to be placed on 
all hook and ladder trucks and on all four- 
wheeled tenders, and the firemen are to be in- 
structed in their use. Pending the perfection 
ot the Rig) air guns the commission has 
authorized the purchase of six Travis guns, with 
their attachments, to be used in firing life lines 
to people in the upper parts of burning houses.

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MORE DELEGATES DESIRED. 
_—s-—— 

THE THEORY BUT NOT THE DETAILS OF 
SENATOR MILLER’S PLAN APPROVED. 
The. committee appointed to cuasider 
Senator Warner Milier’s new plan for the clec- 
tion of deiegates to future Republican State 
Conventions met in the Fifth-Avenue Hotel 
yesterday. Senator Miller presided. The other 
members of the committee present were: George 
Bliss, Silas B, Dutcher, Gen. N. M. Curtis, and 
Carroll E. Smith. The absentees were William 

B, Sirret and Theodore Roosevelt. 

Senator Miller explained his plan for the elec- 
tion of delegates direct from the towns and 
wards throughout the State, and submitted a ta- 
ble showing what proportion of delegates each 
county would have under the new scheme, al- 


lowing one delegate to each 500 Republican vo- 
ters or fraction thereof exceeding 250. His 
figures further showed the apportionment of 
delegates on a basis of one delegate to each 400 
voters, and also on a basis of one delegate to each 
800 voters. Senator Miller was in favor of tak- 
ing 600 as a basis, which would produce a State 
convention of about 1,500 delegates. 

The advisability of having a larger representa- 
tion in the State conventions was unanimously 
approved by the gentlemen present. Col. Bliss 
said that he had n opposed to it at first, but 
after carefully studying the matter, and talking 
with Republicans from States where the large 
convention theory had been successfully tried, 
he had changed his mind. He thought that 
there were some faults of detail in the plan sug- 
gested by Senator Miller. The election of dele- 
gates direct from towns and wards to a State 
convention, taking 500 voters, or any fraction 
thereof, as a basis for the firat delegate, would 
give rise to unfair inequalities. There were 
many wards and towns that not con- 
tain more than 100 or 200 Republican 
voters, and yet under the proposed plan 
each would be entitled to at least one 
delegate, just the same as a town or 
ward containing 500 Republican voters. The 
advantage would be with the small places as 
against the populous cities and towns. It was 
suggested that if one delegate was allowed to 
every 300 Bepublican voters this inequality 
might be avoided. A brief calculation showed 
that on a basis of 300 the number of delegates 
sent to the State Convention would exceed 2,000, 
which would make that bedy rather too bulky. 

In order that the idea of a larger representa- 
tion might be carried out at the next Repub- 
lican State Convention Gen. Curtis offered some 
resolutions, which, after minor amendments, 
were unanimously adopted in the foliowing 
shape: 

Resolved, That we recommend the Republican State 
Central Committee, in its call for the State Conven- 
tion, to cal) upon the Assembly districts to send one 
delegate for every 500 Kepublican votes cast inthe 
Jast Presidential election, and ap additional delecate 
for each fraction above 250 votes, the deiegates to be 
elected in the same manner as at present, 

Resolved, That we recommend turther that all pri- 
maries, or caucuses, inthe State be held on the same 
day. ‘the day shall be fixed by the State Committee, 
and notice of the same given at the time the State 
Convention 1s called. All future conventions shal! be 
called on not Jess than 30 days’ notice by the State 
Committee, and the primaries, or caucuses, shall be 
culied on not less than 20 days’ notice. 

Resolved, That this committee reserves for a future 
meeting the question of recommending & permanent 
plau for the election of delegates. 

Resolved, That the Chairman be requested to prepare 
a modification of his plan by which two or more towns 
or wards having less than 500 Republican votes should 
be united in sending one delegate. 

The last resolution ig in accordance with sug- 
gestions that the point of gy bod raised by 
Col. Bliss, in criticising Senator Miller’s original 
plan, might be overcome by allowing but one 
deiegate to two or more small towns or wards 
where the aggregate number of Republican 
voters in such combined towns aoes not exceed 
500. Senator Miller will remodel his plan, and as 
soon as he completes his work he will send a 
draft of the new scheme to each member of his 
committee. It is his intention to call the com- 
mittee together on the day preceding the meet- 
ing of the State Committee—some time next 
month—and if the remodeled plan meets the ap- 
proval of the entire committee it will be sub- 
mitted to the State Committee ror consideration. 


If the recommendation made by the committee’ 


eee is carried out the next Republican 
tate Convention will contain about 1,100 dele- 
gates, 179 of whom will bo from New-York 
County. 


DISCUSSING ELECTRICITY.

PAPERS READ BEFORE THE INSTITUTE OF 
ELECTRICAL ENGINEERS, 





The general meeting of the American. 


Institute of Electrical Engineers was held yes- 
terday at the house of the American Society of 
Civil Engineers, at No. 127 East Twenty-third- 
street. The first paper read was one on “The 
Protection of Electrical Inventions,” by Mr. 
Frankland Jannus, of Washington, In the course 
of the discussion which followed it was stated 
that there was no chemical or electrical labora- 
tory in the Patent Office. A resolution to the 


effect that a committee be appointed to call the 
attention ot Congress to the needs of the Patent 
Office, especially in regard to the class of elec- 
tricity, was referred to the council for action. 

A paper on “The Cost of Mine Lighting,” by 
Mr. F. P. Miils, was read by the Secretary, Mr. 
Edward P, Thompson read a paper on “The 
Electric Arc Lamp Frictional Clutch,” and de- 
scribed at length a clutch in the shape of a 
spiral spring, the use of which he claimed would 
produce good results in the way of stead- 
iness of light and regularity of feeding 
the carbon. Mr. Jannus, of hee ogg Sig 
presided at the afternoon session. Mr. E. P. 
Roberts, of Cheyenne, Wyoming, read a paper 
on“ The Storage Battery in Commercial Use.” 
His company at Cheyenne was the first to in- 
troduce storage batteries and incandescent 
lighting in connection with the arc light sys- 
tem. The result of his experience of two years 
is that storage batteries have been both praised 
and belittled too much; that the service can be 
made good, but that it is not preferable to dyna- 
mos in closely settled districts. 

A roge 4 of a paper by Prof. E. J. Hous- 
ton on “The Delany System of Fao Simile 
Telegraphy,”’ presented by Mr. Frank L. Pope, 
electrician of the Bell Telephone Company, 
closed the proceedings.

Miss Moen had visited the Callaban 
family at No. 108 Mott-street on the day that 
John Callahan was taken from the house suffer- 
ing from typhus. The house No. 231 Mulberry- 
street has been placed under observation by 
sanitary officers. 

The Board of Health yesterday appointed 10 

hysicians Assistant Sanitary Inspectors for the 
nspection of tenement houses. They will at 
once commence a system of house to house visi- 
tation, with a view of affording medical advice 
and assistance to the sick denizens of the crowd- 
ed tenements, and also to inspect the houses 
visited by them, and report their condition to 
the Health Commissioners.

THE CARPENTER’S. STORY. 
—_———___.———___. 
MORE LIGHT ON THE BROOKLYN FACTORY 
DISASTER, 

Peter Watson, a carpenter, at the Coro- 
ner’s inquest in the State-street factory disaster, 
in Brooklyn, testified yesterday that he had 
been employed by Agent Abbott on April 20 to 
take the flooring up on the first floor and to do 
any other carpenter work which might be found 
necessary in the repairing. He worked “off 
and on” for two weeks, and on May 4 was sent 
for ina hurry by Abbott to put in the posts in 
order to allow the house mover to take out his 
jackscrews. He putinone post that day, and 
the next day—the day of the disaster—he went 
back to work in the building at 7:30 o’clock. 

“Twas working onthe new girders for the 
cellar,” said the witness, ‘‘when Muller, the 
house mover, called me up stairs to put in an- 
other post on the first floor. One of the posts 
wasan inch andaquarter too short, and we 
fixed this by putting a piece of timber of the 
right thickness under it.” Watson said he never 
asked if the work was dangerous; he never 
thought of it. At the time of the building‘s fail 
he said there were but two posts which had re- 
mained standing. Several other witnesses gave 
unimportant evidence, and the inquest was ad- 
journed until Friday.
